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Hon. Charles J. Bonaparte, ex-Attorney General and 
formerly Secretary of the Navy, in a speech before the 
Catholic Philopatrian Society of Philadelphia, on the 
evening of April 26, made a vigorous attack on the 
radical peace propagandists, who, as he declared, are 
dreaming the impracticable and leaving unlearned the 
lessons set in history. “One of the greatest evils that our 
present system includes,” said the speaker, “is that of 
fostering the tendency to inculcate within the minds of 
our school children the idea that it is unworthy of intel- 
ligent people to bear arms in the service of one’s country. 
We have a country and will have a country simply 
because this idea did not prevail when Washington 
fought for and gained our independence. The “penny 
wise and pound foolish” plans of the so-called conserva- 
tives are not only dangerous, he said, but ridiculous. 
Their theories were mischievous and the exponents 
culpable, for preparedness for war was the surest assur- 
ance of peace. He advocated more naval stations and 
greater naval facilities, declaring, incidentally, that the 
word militarism had been misused by the disarmament 
advocates, who themselves would be the first to cry for 
protection if they were endangered. “A nation becomes 
less warlike as it becomes more militaristic, if I may be 
allowed to coin a word to suit,” he said. To prove his 
assertion that the Navy was not large, nor even adequate, 
judged by the European standard, he compared American 
and European statistics. “Another error that the peace 
advocates advance is that the cost of a battleship is so 
enormous that it becomes a crime to spend so much 
on a machine of destruction. They say that the cost of 
a battleship would found a university. True, but could 
the university do the work of the battleship if a foreign 
country insulted or assaulted us? Each has its value, 
but neither could displace the other and both are quite 
necessary.” As illustrative of his argument, Mr. Bona- 
parte told the anecdote of the professor, who, while being 
ferried across a river in a rowboat, asked the boatman 
whether he was acquainted with metaphysics. ‘Never 
met the man,” said the boatman. “Then,” said the 
savant, “one-quarter of your life is lost. Ever studied 
chemistry?” “No.” “Then another quarter of your life 
has been lost.” At that moment the boat struck a rock 
and commenced to fill. “Ever learned to swim?’ inquired 
the boatman. “No,” answered the professor. “Well, it 
looks to me as though you are about to lose all of your 
life right now,” said the boatman. 





One of the first armored vessels of the Civil War, 
and one of the strongest vessels afloat at the time, was 
under the command of Commodore Stephen C. Rowan, 
U.S.N., according to the sketch of the life and services 
of that intrepid officer read before the Ohio Commandery 
of the Loyal Legion on April 6 by former Bvt. Capt. and 
Asst. Surg. S. C. Ayres, U.S. Vols. This vessel was the 
New Ironsides, which Rowan took command of in July, 
1863. She was 220 feet in length, had a beam of sixty 
feet, a depth of hold of twenty-three feet, with a draft 
of sixteen feet and a speed of eight knots. Her armor 
consisted of plates of rolled iron four and a half inches 
thick, extending over 178 fect of her length. The battery 
comprised fourteen 11-inch Dahlgren smooth-bores and 
two 150-pounder Parrott rifles of eight inches caliber. 
The spar deck was the weak point, and was covered with 
sandbags, and over these rawhides were spread. These 
emitted a horrid odor, which was not made less nauseat- 
ing by the coating of tallow which theoretically was 
intended to deflect the expected projectiles. During the 
bombardment of the various forts from July 18 to Sept: 
8, 1863, the Ironsides engaged Fort Sumter four times, 
Fort Wagner fourteen times, Fort: Gregg five times and 


Fort Moultrie twice. During this siege she fired 4,429 
shots and shells. Of the fifty-two days of attack the 
Ironsides had her guns in action twenty-five days. She 
was struck 164 times, and yet not a shot penetrated her 
armor. Many attempts were made to destroy her. Once 
she stcod for an hour directly over a torpedo containing 
2,000 pounds of powder. It was to have been exploded 
by electricity, but one of the wires of the connection was 
severed by an ordnance wagon, and the ship thus escaped. 
Schaff is quoted as saying that the New Ironsides was 
more troublesome to Fort Wagner than all the monitors 
combined, because of her quick-firing broadsides of 
11-inch shell guns. Admiral Rowan was very popular 
with the sailors, who, for some unknown reason, affec- 
tionately nicknamed him “Paddy” Rowan. 
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The opening of the schools of instruction for officers 
of the National Guard next month is looked forward to 
with eager expectation by Col. Erasmus M. Weaver, 
Chief of the Division of Militia Affairs, and his as- 
sistants. The first of these will be held in Atlanta, Ga. 
The instruction, of course, will vary at each of these 
schools, as will the length of time devoted by the com- 
missioned representatives of the state military establish- 
ments. This limitation of time will be due chiefly to two 
causes: the restricted time which Militia officers can 
spare from their business and the amount of money at 
the disposal of the state authorities for paying these 
officers, who will receive pay of their rank while on duty 
at these schools as if in the field. It is expected that as 
these schools, with their differing periods and varying 
instruction, continue there will develop a system of in- 
struction more co-ordinated than is now possible, owing 
to the necessity of accommodating the teaching to the 
state of proficiency of the officers at the school. It is 
only natural to expect that officers from states where the 
National Guard is not advanced will need more rudimen- 
tary instruction than those from states like New York, 
Massachusetts and Pennsylvania, where the Organized 
Militia has reached a high degree of efficiency. To what 
extent these schools will bring up the officers of all the 
states toward a general level of knowledge and the time 
required for that achievement are questions the answers 
to which these opening schools are expected to fore- 
shadow. 
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One of the most instructive and interesting schemes for 
presenting a bird’s-eye view of the strength of the Na- 
tional Guard in the United States is the large map in 
the office of Col. Erasmus M. Weaver, Chief of the Divi- 
sion of Militia Affairs, Washington. This map covers 
the better part of one side of the room of Capt. M. C. 
Kerth, assistant to Colonel] Weaver. It is stuck full of 
pins to represent the strength of the Organized Militia. 
A single black pin is used to indicate the location of a 
company of Militia Infantry. Where there are more 
than a company a piece of colored paper is attached to 
the pin with the number of the companies recorded 
thereon. White pins are used to designate the station of 
Regulars. The figures made by these pins are strikingly 
peculiar in some instances. In Missouri, for example, 
if two black pins are lifted from the middle of the state 
there is left only a black fringe of pins all around the 
edge of the state. Not a pin, white or black, is seen in 
the whole state of Nevada. The thickest cluster of pins 
is in the district of the Middle West, say from Iowa to 
the eastern edge of Ohio, which displays a veritable 
Black Forest. This is attributed to the small number of 
very large cities in that region and the numerous towns 
able to support a military company. The pins follow 
very closely the trend of population and its diffusion into 
Militia-supporting communities. 








In commenting on his recent journey to Japan and the 
Philippines, the Right Rev. Joseph Hendricks, brother 
of the late Bishop Hendricks, said at Ithaca, N.Y., April 
10, as reported by the New York Times: “Buddhism in 
Japan is a total fake. The only religion those people 
have is war, with a capital W. They are very anxious 
to get the Philippines, and it is my honest opinion that 
if they thought they could get off with it they would 
fight for them at the drop of the hat. I would like to 
impress it firmly upon the American mind that the 
Japanese are a treacherous people. I know it to be a 
fact that even when the American fleet was anchored 
in their own waters they were all ready to cut the wires 
between the United States and the Philippines and seize 
the islands, but were restrained from so doing by their 
almost bankrupt condition. About the only available 
assets the Japs have are their warships. The United 
States will have to take precautions to retain possession 
of the islands. Around the streets of Manila were many 
Japanese peddling pictures of the taking of Port Arthur 
and the conquest by the yellow man of the white. They 
are doing their utmost to breed a disturbance.” This 
accords with what has been said by Melville E. Stone, 
head of the Associated Press of this country, as the result 
of his recent observations in Japan. 
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The War Department may see good reason for turning 
over to the Interior Department the Apaches now at 
Fort Sill, but it means ruin to the Apaches. They are 
prospering where they are, and have acquired valuable 
possessions in the way of herds of cattle, ete. If they 
are removed these will have to be sold and the proceeds 
turned over to the Indians, who will expend the money 
for liquor, and a drunken Apache is a homicidal maniac. 


It is admitted by those who advocate the change that 
the Apaches at Fort Sill are in a much more comfortable 
condition than the free Apaches in Oklahoma, but it is 
argued that they should not be treated as convicts. But 
they are convicts, and under the strict application to 


them of our civil law many of them would ere this have 


been made “good Indians,” if by a summary process, in- 
stead of being sent to Fort Sill. They should be treated, 
not with reference to some abstract sentiment as to the 
rights of free men, but solely with regard to what is 
best for them and for the community. We believe that 
the Apaches were placed at Fort Sill by Col. H. L. Scott, 
now Superintendent of the Military Academy. It would 
be well to consult Colonel Scott before any change is 
made in their condition, and there is certainly no man 
more competent to advise as to the treatment of Indians. 





The Secretary of the Treasury thinks he finds in the 
establishment of a court of arbitral justice a means of 
settling international disputes which may ultimately 
render large armaments unnecessary. Does Mr. Knox 
forget that at the time of our Civil War we had in this 
country what was, in effect, a court of arbitral justice, 
to which both parties to the slavery controversy sub- 
mitted their difference? Did this prevent the war? 
Indeed, did not some of the decisions of the Supreme 
Court, such as that in the Dred Scott case, brought 
before it with reference to a slave owned by Dr. Emer- 
son, of the Army, do much to produce the state of feeling 
which resulted in war? The “New International Encyclo- 
pedia” says: “The decision, coming immediately after the 
inauguration of Buchanan, aroused intense feeling, made 
still more clear the issues which were to be decided in 
the impending crisis, and impressed upon the North the 
seriousness of the task of the party of freedom, when 
opposed both by the Executive and by the judicial depart- 
ments of the National Government.” Is this less likely 
to be the case in a dispute between nations settled by an 
arbitral court to the discontent of one or the other party 
to the controversy? 
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The Massachusetts legislators who are proposing to 
pass resolutions against the expansion of the American 
domain by conquest, would, had they been in session at 
the time of Columbus, have left America in possession 
of the Indians, who had to be conquered before civiliza- 
tion could establish itself on this continent. And when 
the Indians were sufficiently subdued to give white men 
a foothold here the country had to be conquered by its 
inhabitants a second time, from England, before the 
American Republic could establish itself; and a part of 
it for a third time, from the Southern Confederacy. With 
the exception of the Louisiana territory, Alaska and the 
territory acquired from Mexico by the Gadsden purchase, 
practically all of the territory now under the shelter of 
the American flag was gained by incursions into foreign 
territory. The acquisition of territory has been, as it 
must continue to be, an incident to wars not primarily 
undertaken for conquest. Even the wisdom of these 
Massachusetts solons can find no way of preventing this. 
Still, if resolving against it gives them any comfort, 
why should they not be allowed to do so?

Ohioans know that Generals Grant, Sherman and 
Sheridan are the greatest generals their state has ever 
produced, and many of them believe that they are the 
greatest generals the nation has ever had. Yet Ohio has 
not placed even one of these eminent soldiers in the Hall 
of Fame in the Capitol at Washington, because they 
were simply soldiers who would probably never have 
been heard of had it not been for the Civil War. Vir- 
ginia, before the Civil War, claimed to have given the 
nation more great men than any other state—presidents, 
statesmen, judges, men of national reputation, who had 
been of great service to the nation. It has been gen- 
erally expected that each state would select for the Hall 
of Fame two of its sons who were not only great men, 
but whose services have been of signal benefit to the 
nation. Fifty years from now will Virginians approve 
of the present selections for the Hall of Fame?

A correspondent says: “In looking over the Army 
Register for 1910, which has just arrived, I notice that 
of the forty-five officers on the General Staff there are 
forty-four of them who graduated at the West Point 
Military Academy. Thus it would appear that there is 
only one civilian appointed officer (and he a colonel) who 
has intelligence sufficient to help administer the intricate 
work of the War Department. Yet it is claimed that if 
the Elimination bill went into effect it would not work 
prejudicially to the civilian appointments or those who 
were appointed from the ranks. Without influence in 
Washington would not the non-graduate find it a hard 
struggle not to be ‘eliminated’ in favor of a subaltern 
who had had the benefit of four years’ educational advan- 
tages at the Military Academy?”

In order to enable British battleships and cruisers 
with lofty wireless masts to approach the new naval 
base at Rosyth it will be necessary to reduce the height 
of their masts to 145 feet. A new method for temporarily 
housing the masts has been approved, which, while main- 
taining the aerial wires and other equipment intact 
during the passage of the vessel under the bridge, pro- 
vides for the temporary reduction of the height of masts, 
and their replacement to full height when the vessels are 


clear of the bridge. 
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Secretary of the Navy Meyer, in a general order, which 
we briefly referred to in our last issue, relating to the 
future handling of submarine boats, said: “In the De- 
partment’s opinion the proficiency of the personnel of 
the Navy, in handling submarine boats and the mechanical 
efficiency of those vessels, have now reached a stage when 
it becomes unnecessary to longer hold them, when operat- 
ing, to the strict precautionary requirements laid down 
by the Department in 1905. The requirement that no 
boat shall operate, either on the surface or submerged, 
except in the actual presence of a tender suitably 
equipped for lifting the boat from the bottom, is one 
that, while tending to add to the safety of the personnel, 
simply puts a stop to further advance in the development 
of the use and tactics of the type, and is therefore re- 
voked. In other words, the time has come, in the 
Department’s opinion, when the officers and men of the 
submarines must assume more fully in time of peace 
the risks that will be regularly run by them in time of 
war, in order to develop this particular type to its full 
usefulness for war service. The positive limiting instruc- 
tions referred to can therefore be allowed to stand no 
longer. In revoking them, however, the Department 
desires to impress upon all officers and men concerned 
the necessity for not relaxing in the slightest degree their 
eare in the use of the boats and for avoiding all fool- 
hardiness and useless danger. In thus trusting to the 
judgment of the officers of the submarines the Depart- 
ment feels that it can repose full confidence in their care 
and sense of responsibility for the safety of the men 
placed under their command. It is ordered, however, 
that no submarine shall operate singly without leaving 
with the proper officers a full knowledge of her proposed 
movements, so that she can be followed if it becomes 
necessary. It is also desired that, as far as may be 
practicable, no submarine shall operate singly, and that, 
unless circumstances render it impracticable, the maneu- 
vering boat shall be accompanied by a tender, launch or 
other submarine, and that a careful watch shall be kept 
on her by the attending craft. When exercising with 
inexperienced men care shall be taken, if possible, to 
carry on the work in comparatively shoal water and with 
such special precautions in regard to attendance by other 
vessels as may be practicable. Nothing in this order 
shall be construed as authorizing the omission in the con- 
struction of submarine boats of any safety devices that 
have been or may hereafter be ordered or authorized.”

Football enthusiasts at West Point and Annapolis are 
not likely to derive much satisfaction out of the experi- 
ments made this spring with the new rules at the big 
universities. In these tests particular attention is paid 
to three of the rules, as having almost a revolutionary 
effect, these being the abolition of the flying tackle, the 
regulation that members of the attacking eleven shall 
not use their hands or arms on team mates to pull, push 
or keep them on their feet, and the provision that kicks 
traveling at least twenty yards across the line of scrim- 
mage before the kicking side may be put on side unless 
the ball has been handled. It is not probable that these 
rules will effect much improvement in preventing needless 
accidents. Already it has been found that injuries 
subsequent to the new tackle are more likely to be really 
serious than under the old rule. This is the position we 
took last fall, when it was suggested that the abolition 
of the flying tackle would minimize the accidents. We 
then said that the injuries from the tackle had been 
exaggerated, and that far more injuries have been pro- 
duced by the piling up of players in a scrimmage. The 
twisting of legs and hacks, the wrenching of knees and 
ankles, these have nearly always come after the actual 
diving tackle was completed. The diving tackle looks 
like a very rough play for all concerned, but, on the 
whole, the runner is accustomed to the shock of impact 
and takes care of himself. It is usually what takes place 
after the tackle that has made cripples. There have 
been few injuries to the upper part of the torso under 
the old rule, but the New York Times, in reviewing the 
spring trials with the new rules, reports that at three 
big universities chest and stomach injuries are now the 
rule, rather than the exception, following the tackles 
under the new rule, with an increase of twisted ankles 
and knees, the tackler being injured as often as the 
tackled. It is thus seen that we were close to the actual 
weakness in the rules when we called attention to the 
danger in the piling up of players after a tackle has 
been made. It ought to begin to be plain to the rules 
doctors that if they would set out to abolish this piling 
up of players they would do more to end unnecessary 
injuries than they can ever accomplish by tinkering with 
such side issues as the tackle, the forward pass, etc.

From the U.S.S. Louisiana, at sea, Southern Drill 
Grounds, April 21, 1910, a correspondent writes, saying: 
“All the officers and crew in high state of anxiety of 
coming target practice, and have been hoping for a good 
time to follow, with general liberty in New York. This 
ship’s company have burned up the target with hits, lead- 
ing the first division by a large margin. During the 
morning the greatest of interest and extreme tension were 
displayed for all pending results. Like unto a typhoon 
comes the news from the flagship, ‘No New York,’ as 
expressed throughout the ship before firing in the after- 
noon. Both forward and after turrets (12-inch) made 
perfect score in a.m.; in the afternoon, forward four and 
after two out of a possible eight. Patriotism has been 
displayed throughout the winter cruise. Men have been 
aboard six to seven months without leave. except in the 
towns not desired by the ships, Newport News, Norfolk, 
Phebus and Portsmouth. After spending six months 
aboard, drilled and worked, it is hard at last to keep up 
courage with this disappointment. When the fine work 
was going on, good results shown, New York was seen 
in the dream of all hands, as expressed by the thousand 
at drills in Guantanamo. Now the dream, as published 
in recruiting circulars, is contradicted. Back to the un- 
ceasing grind. Fine encouragement to the faithful. 
Thousands of letters must be contradicted as to the time 
of our lives spending a few days ashore in a city, not a 
town. Still, the men seem to be under the impression. on 
reading the last issue of your noble paper, that the De- 
partment is trying to make things as pleasant as possible 
for them, but many a disgusted man can be seen every 
minute aboard since this appalling message has been 
flashed to our knowledge. Of course, the flagship returns 
to New York, this heing her home station. No ill feeling 
is expressed, but, oh! what shooting they did. Like all 
things and all matters in life, we are it, and what do we 


eare? No censure for our chief, but we are certainly 
disgusted, this our last day on the range.”

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Brig. Gen. David S. Gordon, U.S.A., retired, has re- 
cently come into possession of a relic of one of the most 
stirring campaigns of Indian warfare on the frontier, a 
check for $20 drawn to his order by Paymr. John Blaine, 
brother of James G. Blaine, at Fort Custer, Mont., April 
11, 1879, and lost by General Gordon on the Little Big 
Horn shortly afterward. General Gordon was then major 
of the 2d Cavalry, and went with the relief expedition 
which penetrated the Sioux country after the Custer 
massacre and buried the remains of the troopers slain in 
that engagement. During the arduous march a check 
was lost from his pocket. Sitting Bull’s warriors found 
it, and when Sitting Bull’s band surrendered to Major 
Brotherton the brave gave the check to that officer, who 
turned it over to the Pay Department. Now, after the 
lapse of thirty-one years, the check has been returned to 
General Gordon by a lady, who found it in her husband’s 
effects. On the back are various endorsements showing 
how and where the check was lost, where and by whom 
found, and the fact that a duplicate had been issued. 
General Gordon is very proud of this relic, as it recalls 
some of his most active service on the frontier, and also 
a happy domestic event. His daughter was born at Fort 
Custer, where the check was issued. It is a coincidence 
that General Gordon led the expedition that went from 
Fort Laramie in the dead of winter to the relief of Fort 
Phil Kearny after the massacre of Major Fetterman 
and his command by Red Cloud’s band of Sioux. That 
march was ihrough hundreds of miles of an unbroken 
wilderness swarming with hostile Indians, with the 
thermometer twenty degrees below zero. General Gordon 
reached the heleaguered fort without losing a man, but 
he lost all his horses by starvation. It was at Fort Phil 
Kearny that General Gordon’s son was born—the first 
white child to be born in that post, christened Philip 
Kearny Gordon.

The Army is to be represented by an exhibit at the 
Domestie Science and Pure Food Exhibition in Madison 
Square Garden, New York city, Sept. 17 to 24. The 
famous Army cook book has shown American housewives 
into whose hands it has fallen how expert the Army 
cooks have become in the preparation of food and recipes. 
It is used in cooking schools of public institutions. A 
correspondent, who complains that Army cooking has 
not improved as much as he thinks it should have been, 
says: “A system somewhat similar to that in vogue in 
the English army should be adopted, and all mess rooms 
should be visited by the officer of the day at least once 
every day to see that the food is being prepared in a 
satisfactory manner and to learn if there are any com- 
plaints. Bright, intelligent men should be sent to the 
cooking schools when details are sent, and not (as in 
some cases) the dullest man in the company, simply to 
get rid of him for a while, and he comes back just as 
ignorant as when he left.”

A correspondent says: “The question of the building 
up of the merchant marine is of great importance, not 
only in itself, but also as an auxiliary to the Navy. To 
this statement I believe the ARMy AND Navy JOURNAL 
will subscribe very cheerfully.

Among the bills 
before Congress is one providing for the creation of an 
efficient naval reserve by encouraging citizens and youths 
of the United States to train in the merchant marine.

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The new million dollar home of the Bureau of Amer- 
ican Republics, described by Andrew Carnegie as “a 
temple of peace, commerce and friendship,’ was formally 
dedicated at Washington April 26. President Taft and 
Mr. Carnegie jointly planted a “peace tree” in the patio, 
or courtyard, and the President referred to the dedication 
as the most important international event that Washing- 
ton has witnessed in many years. The interior of the 
white marble structure was transformed into a tropical 
garden, and the uniforms of the Army and Navy officers 
and the members of the diplomatic corps and the flags 
of the Latin-American republics formed a most pleasing 
sight. Sefior de la Barra, the Mexican Ambassador, 
expressed the hope that the dedication of the building 
may be the starting point of a new era of greater mutual 
esteem among the nations of this hemisphere, merging 
their differences in a common ideal of peace, justice and 
progress. 








Speaking of the Adjutant Genera] of the Army, the 
Boston Transcript says: “General Ainsworth’s services 
for almost twenty vears have been performed in an office. 
They have not been conspicuous to the public, but they 
have been of immense value. As Chief of the Record 
and Pension Office of the War Department, to which he 
was appointed, after cighteen years’ duty as surgeon, 
general, ihen colonel, Ainsworth systematized the data 
of the personnel of the Union Army to such an extent 
that he may be said to have card indexed it. Promoted 
to be Adjutant General, he has carried to the duties of 
that place a combination of system and executive ability 
not so common as is supposed. The Adjutant General 
is no longer the Chief of Staff. He is a sort of grand 
secretary and executive clerk for the Army, and in the 
performance of these functions General Ainsworth is 
admitted, even by those who cannot forgive him for 
having been a doctor, to have met with marked success.” 


As a punishment for hazing, Cadet Robert N. Bodine, 
of the third class of the Military Academy, has been sen- 
tenced to the barracks area and gymnasium and to walk 
the usual punishment tour each Wednesday and Saturday 
until the cadets go into summer camp. Thereafter he is 
to be confined to that part of the camp east of the hedge 
and to walk five hours daily (except Sundays and holi- 





days) until July 5, three hours in the forenoon and two 
in the afternoon. Cadets Edward C, V. Boykin and Harold 
M. Raynor, of the third class, are to have the same 
punishment, except that their tours will-expire on June 
25. This form of punishment was determined upon to 
save these cadets from being deprived of their furlough 
as they would have been in the old days, Colonel Scott 
holding that the enjoyment of this furlough is important 
to the health of the cadets in body and mind. But for 
the passage of the special Act of Congress authorizing 
the Secretary of War to dispose of pending cases in 
accordance with the new regulations, these men would 
have been expelled from the Academy. 





An illustrated booklet has been published descriptive 
of the service of silver, designed by the Gorham Company 
and presented to the battleship South Carolina by the 
state whose name it bears. It also gives portraits of 
the commission appointed by the state to attend to its 
purchase and presentation.

Capt. Harold E. Cloke, Coast Art., U.S.A., publishes 
in the Scientific American of April 9 an illustrated 
article descriptive of our seacoast defenses. The one 
hundred 12-inch guns mounted on our coast forts, he 
tells us, cost less than two Dreadnoughts, but firing one 
shot every thirty seconds these guns become useless after 
an engagement of two hours. In case of imminent attack 
the men sleep at the guns, so that within ten seconds 
after the ‘“‘call to arms” every soldier is at his station or 
post. The guns attack the side armor and turrets of a 
battleship, while the mortars attack the decks. The 
fire control system, the method of finding the range 
and of using submarines are described at length in this 
interesting article.

This was made up of 349 steamships of a gross tonnage 
of 1,052,887, as against 338 of a gross tonnage of 902,983 
on March 351, 1909, and 387 sailing ships of a gross 
tonnage of 4,749, as against 61, of a gross tonnage of 
4,749, at the corresponding date a year ago.

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OUR NEXT WAR—WHEN? 


The history of all nations shows that the party at- 
tacked was usually in a state of weakness which invited 
attack, or was approaching a period when it would soon 
be too strong to attack. Causes leading up to wars are 
usually of long standing and slow development; but the 
time immediately preceding a war shows a rapid develop- 
ment of these causes into a condition where the weaker 
nation must back down or fight. Looking into the future 
of the United States, what are the conditions? 

The first milestone of safety, if there is any safety 
for one nation, is the completion of the Panama Canal, 
which would increase our naval power by shortening the 
length of time necessary to shift battle fleets from one 
ocean to the other and render co-operation more certain. 
In the event of a nation, or a coalition of several nations, 
having sufficient cause to fear the growing power of this 
nation, the time to attack the United States would 
appear to be at a period shortly before the completion 
of this Canal. It is good war policy for any enemy to 
allow this nation to expend its surplus on the Canal up 
to a certain point, and then to step in and seize the 
Atlantic and Pacific ends, complete the work and fortify 
their position for permanent occupation. This critical 
period will be in the next four years, possibly five years, 
for the Canal will probably be open for ships in 1914. 
Meanwhile, what is our weakness and our strength? 

Our weakness will be those international causes which 
lead one or more nations to attack another. Our 
strength is our sea power and our land force, together 
with our great wealth and resources. Great wealth and 
resources without sufficient offensive and defensive power 
are merely a greater weakness—it is a temptation to a 
robber nation; and modern history up to this very year 
has shown that there are robber nations. It is best to 
take our different vulnerable points separately, and try 
to discover where they clash with some other nation or 
nations. 

The first point would appear to be our increasing 
invasion of the markets of the world, where our surplus 
products are very slowly but very surely getting a foot- 
hold and shutting out the products of other nations. 
This is merely commercial war, almost as old as the other 
more murderous war; but it brings hardship to the 
nations whose products lose that market by reducing 
the wages in certain lines of work, and probably reducing 
the number of workers. Any large extension of this 
system, which wins control of the markets for any one 
nation and shuts out the products of millions of workers 
of some other nation, will first call for diplomatic action 
in an effort to bring about treaties which will equalize 
the conditions of competition; and in the event of diplo- 
matic failure it is very liable to end in war, a war for 
the market, which is simply a war for the survival of the 
fittest. It is a war which a nation or nations must fight 
for existence. In the event of a commercial war bringing 
about an armed contest we must look among our com- 
mercial competitors for a possible enemy. Who are 
they? 

Our principal competitor is England. But the mother 
country may be passed over in this review. English and 
American methods of diplomacy are alike, and we have 
for nearly a century been able to settle by diplomatic 
means many a question which would have caused war 
in the case of any other nation; and each nation appears 
to be the best customer of the other. They are united 
by a common language, both have an excellent form of 
popular government, and both are free from the curse 
of a controlling hereditary military caste whose only 
trade and profession is war. In the event of our being 
attacked England may be counted on as either neutral 
or friendly, but not as an enemy. 

Next in rank among our competitors for the markets 
of the world would come Germany, France, Austria, 
Italy, Spain and Russia, in the order named. While 
miitual jealousy and European conditions appear to 
prevent any effective coalition against any one European 
nation, the case is different as regards the United States. 
When that time arrives when we have to fight for a 
market, that time will find several nations united against 
us aS a common enemy, and the opportunity for the par- 
tition of South America by land hungry and land 
grabbing nations, robber nations that have never let a 
matter of right weigh in the balance as against the fact 
of might. Will these nations look far enough into the 
future to lay aside their mutual] jealousy and make an 
effort to clip the Eagle’s wings and cut his claws? They 
have done so before. All Europe united against 
Napoleon in the end, and even if he had won at Waterloo 
he would have been beaten in a few months by absolute 
weight of numbers. All Europe is to-day practically on 
a war footing and groaning under the weight of arma- 
ments and armies. Soon it will reach the point where 
it is cheaper to make war than to maintain peace. Eng- 
land and the United States occupy the best and most 
favored parts of this globe outside of the continent of 
Europe. Mutual jealousy prevents the partition of 
China and some other weak nations. But South America 
is sparsely populated, and its resources are but little 
developed: and, in spite of being under the’ shelter of 
the Eagle’s wings, still forms a tempting bait, even with 
the Atlantic separating it from nations which are grow- 
ing more and more restless for an outlet for their 
teeming populations, an outlet where the emigrants will 
still remain under the flag of the nation from. which 
they come. Will the fight for the markets be made an 
excuse for the seizure of South America, a continent of 
weak nations? I-think so. Yes, it is ‘merely a repetition 
of history, unless the United States is able to prevent 
it and meet several nations at once by force of arms. 
Could we prevent it to-day? No. Our sea power might 
easily prevent one nation, but not several nations. It is 
not to the overpeopled lands of Asia that we must look 
for danger, but to the practically unoccupied land under 
the Southern Cross, a whole continent. And the Canal 
would be of untold benefit in a military and commercial 
sense in the event of such a conquest to the Power or 
Powers that held it. The Panama Canal is the key- 
point of our next war, if it comes, and the completion 
of that Canal would mark the passing of that danger 
for a time. ; 

On the Pacific our competitor is Japan. Japan is 
burdened with her debts from her fight with Russia, and 
is probably aware that she could not single-handed attack 
the United. States, but might possibly take advantage 
of the occupation of several European. nations with the 
United States to enlarge her influence in the Pacific and 
extend her markets by her present policy of seizure and 
colonization, both on the continent of Asia and in the 


islands, possibly the Philippines. But single-handed 


Japan is out of it in a fight. In the matter of peaceful 
competition Japan is another story. She is near the 


markets of Asia, and she has a large population of 
efficient workers, people who take easily and naturally 
to production that calls for skilled operatives, and her 
labor is cheap and living cheaper. Clearly this affair 
of the Far East is for Europe and Asia to settle. Our 
position and commercial conditions will not admit of 
competition in those Eastern markets that would be 
liable to bring about a war. We take what we can get, 
and leave the rest, which is the largest part, for others. 
Russia is bound to develop her Siberian districts and to 
press again for an ice-free port, and sooner or later will 
again meet the Japanese under conditions that are more 
favorable to the Russian advance. These two nations 
discount each other in the East till one gains the mastery 
of Manchuria and its ports. Whether China will awaken 
from her sleep and become a nation capable of defending 
what is left of her dominions is a matter for the dim 
future to decide. 

_ Captain Mahan’s book on “Sea Power’ teaches some 
interesting lessons. As long as the United States Navy 
can keep at sea it can prevent the transportation of 
expeditions to South America. Even if the battle 
Squadrons were disabled and driven into ports, and 
“bottled up” as were the Russians at Port Arthur by a 
superior sea power, it would still be unsafe for a 
European enemy to send out transports if a few fast 
cruisers could leave our home ports and hunt for the 
convoy. It would take twice or three times the power of 
our attacking cruisers to protect the convoy of transports 
from a certain loss, by gun fire and torpedo, or more or 
less of their number. But two or three nations combined 
would have a considerable preponderance of sea power 
over the United States. The immense merchant marine 
of several European nations would allow of transporting 
armies, fully equipped, of 200,000 men at one time. Of 
course, England is not counted in this estimate of the 
available number of transports. And last, but not least, 
the division of South America would repay the enormous 
expense many times over to those nations who shared 
in the loot. I say loot, for I do not forget the looting of 
Pekin by the European forces some years ago, and the 
gigantic indemnity which was exacted from China is 
simply loot, and the nations that took that loot are still 
robber nations, as they were in the Middle Ages. 

We have a treaty with England, the Clayton-Bulwer 
treaty, which, in a sort of indefinite way, makes England 
jointly a party to the Monroe Doctrine, so far as regards 
the Isthmus and parts of Central America. Our best 
diplomatic counter to the possibility of a coalition of 
European military Powers looking to South American 
partition would appear to, be a new treaty with England 
which fully set forth the fact that the whole English- 
speaking race was ready to fight any extension of 
European conditions to any part of this hemisphere. We 
are a world power, and must take up our mission as 
such. “Entangling alliances” are one thing. but a firm 
stand taken against the Middle Age feudalism and uni- 
versal militarism of continenta] Europe is quite another 
story. If we are willing to pay the price of standing 
alone, well and good: let us pay the price and build a 
Navy of sufficient size to meet the future certainty. 
Otherwise let us divide the duty with the other English- 
speaking nation, which has for centuries stood for per- 
sonal liberty, for enlightenment and for humanity, in 
spite of many of old England’s lapses into piracy and 
savage vengeance. 

Our strength we know. We can count our ships and 
count our regiments. We can increase them if we will, 
if we do so in time.

A LESSON FOR WEST POINT. 


The danger to the Military Academy of Executive 
interference is nowhere more effectively and warningly 
set forth than by the late Major Gen. Ethan Allen 
Hitchcock in his diary record of his experiences as com- 
mandant of cadets from 1829 to 1833, during the 
administration of that arbitrary and dictatorial Presi- 
dent, Audrew Jackson, who thought it one of his 
prerogatives and duties to meddle with the management 
of the Academy, even though he was opposed by the 
officers in charge. Every time of late years that the 
President has interfered against the wishes and recom- 
mendations of the Academie Board and reinstated cadets 
who had been dismissed for violations of the regulations, 
such intervening action has found defenders and sup- 
porters among persons supposably well acquainted with 
the history of West Point. To such we recommend the 
reading of chapter 10 of “Fifty Years in Camp and 
Field,” the carefully edited diary of General Hitchcock, 
published by Putnams. In this we get an idea of the 
dangers that underlie every attempt of the central 
authority at Washington to override the opinions of the 
officers charged with the management of the cadets. 

Colonel Thayer, Superintendent of the Academy, had 
introduced 2 body of regulations for its government which 
appeared hardly to admit of improvement. When serious 
misconduct occurred the culpable were brought to trial 
before duly organized courts-martial and allowed. all the 
privileges of defense. “This beautiful system was broken 
in upon by President Jackson, who, without any proper 
knowledge of the Academy, its officers, its professors or 
the nature of the studies pursued, undertook to control 
the Academy by his personal prejudices.” Three or four 
students whom he had recommended and patronized had 
been dismissed for negligence and misconduct by deci- 
sions of courts-martial. He listened to the ex parte 
statements of these disgraced young men and conceived 
a violent dislike of Colonel Thayer. He undertook to 
overrule the deliberate judgment of the Academic Board 
and to nullify decisions of its courts-martial without any 
just grounds whatever. Cadets ordered to be discharged 
would appear at Washington either personally or by 
friends. with the almost invariable result that an order 
would be issued by the President restoring them to their 
classes. How long ago is it that this same thing hap- 
pened, that dismissed cadets appeared in Washington 
and through “influence” obtained a reversal of their 
dismissal? Not so long ago but that the lessons of the 
Jackson régime are peculiarly applicable to the situation 
of to-day. 

“A cadet who was really a disgrace to the Academy,” 
writes General Hitchcock, “would frequently be thus 
returned to. the institution after dismissal, to scoff at 
the regulations he had defied and furnish an example by 
which great numbers of the thoughtless would become 
also reckless.” Since human nature has not changed 
since his time, is it at all unlikely that the same thing 
might be written of cadets that have since his day been 
Pat to their classes through the magic power of 
“pull’’? 

The extent of demoralization to which such Executive 
interference subjected the Academy can be judged from 





a study of the development of insubordination and reck- 
lessness among the cadets as the knowledge became gen- 
eral that influence would go a great way toward restora- 
tion in case of dismissal. Among the evils that had 
crept into the Academy during the canvass preceding the 
election of Jackson was a disposition in the Corps of 
Cadets to discuss politics, with the result that in one 
instance a cadet from New York city planted a hickory 
pole in the center of the ordinary parade ground of the 
Corps. For this the cadet was rebuked by the Superin- 
tendent, and the rebuke was duly reported to the 
President as a “grievous outrage upon the young man.” 
pe ge bend — Figg Ae agpen. reference to the 

lence of youth, and, in this case especially, to his 
love for “Old Hickory,” typified by the pty 7 our 
members of Congress and other outside disciplinarians 
of West Point read the following from General Hitch- 
cock as to the injurious effect upon the morale of the 
institution of this sort of meddling: 

“I had several conversations with Colonel Thayer in 
consideration of the subject, and we agreed that the evil 
influence was spreading, he noticing it chiefly in the 
growing neglect of study. Instead of advancing in study 
and striving to rise in the scale of merit, the attention 
of the cadets now seemed to be drawn away to a con- 
sideration of means by which they might escape the 
penalties of idleness and neglect of duty. The temper 
of the whole Corps had become more or less corrupted, 
so that instead of looking upon the professors and officers 
as their friends working for their advancement in life 
they regarded them rather as enemies seeking occasion 
to punish them.” 

aptain Hitchcock stood the strain as long as he 
could, but after consultation with Colonel Thayer he 
determined to visit the President and explain the situa- 
tion. Jackson became excited when Hitchcock had 
spoken a short time and excitedly referred to what he 
called the tyranny of Colonel Thayer. “Why,” said he, 
“the autocrat of the Russias couldn’t exercise more 
power.” Upon this Commandant Hitchcock broke out 
with as much excitement as he himself had shown, and 
said, ‘““Mr. President, you are misinformed and do not 
understand it.” Immediately Jackson changed his tone 
and submitted to a statement from Hitchcock, who told 
him of the changes going on in the tone of the Corps. 
The upshot of this interview was that the President 
ordered Generals Jesup and Jones to examine the regula- 
tions and submit a report, which they did in a few 
weeks, assuring him that no changes in them were desir- 
able. Matters rested here for a time, but in a few 
months Jackson resumed his practice of disregarding the 


_ regulations and following his personal feelings. Colonel 


Thayer resigned as Superintendent, disgusted with the 
Presidential policy, and Captain Hitchcock was soon re- 
lieved from duty at West Point. President Jackson did 
not forgive Hitchcock for his plain, blunt way of stand- 
ing up for the Academy, and when, not long after, a 
regiment of Dragoons was established in which Hitchcock 
should have been xppointed major the President refused 
to give him the promotion. 

It is idle to say that men like Jackson are not likely 
to be in the Presidential chair again. We have seen 
interference in recent years from Congress and from 
Presidents just as uncalled for as that of President 
Jackson. Whether the interference comes from the mere 
desire to follow one’s personal prejudices or whether it 
obeys a wish to please politicians, or relatives, or friends 
of disgraced cadets, the result is just the same—de- 
moralization in more or less degree of the discipline and 
control of the cadets and a lowering of the educational 
tone of the institution. It is because of this inevitable 
consequence, whatever may be the genesis of this outside 
interference, that the well wishers of the Academy should 
set their faces against any weakening of the authority 
of the officers in command at West Point. 





THE PANAMA CANAL. 


The onward sweep of the Panama Canal work is indi- 
cated by figures presented in the latest issue of the 
Canal Record. An excgvation contemplated in the origi- 
nal project has been completed. Under that plan 103,- 
795,000 cubic yards of material were to be removed, and 
that has been done. But subsequently, in order to ac- 
commodate warships of the Dreadnought type and the 
giant liners now under construction, the President or- 
dered the widening and deepening of the prism. This 
involved the removal of 70,871,594 additional yards of 
material, and that is all of the task of excavation that 
confronts the engineers. .This record is without prec- 
edent in engineering undertakings. The real work of 
digging did not begin until 1907, in which year nearly 

.000,000 cubic yards of earth were moved. Last month 
3,067,479 yards of material were taken out, and this in 
face of the heaviest rains ever known on the isthmus in 
March. 

The gigantic nature of the task confronting the Army 
Engineers in the digging of the Panama Canal may be 
understood by consulting the illustrations of some of 
the more important features of the work published in 
the Scientific American of April 2. In these we are 
shown the huge walls, fifty feet thick and eighty-eight 
feet high, of the Gatun locks, the eighteen-foot conduit 
for emptying and filling the locks, the steel forms in 
place for building the center wall of the locks, a com- 
pleted section of side wall, part of the concrete core wall 
of the Miraflores dam and sections of the easterly side 
wall, while a half-page picture gives a general view of 
the south end of the Gatun locks, showing the stages 
of progress of the different phases of the work. Our 
scientific contemporary says of the state of the ditch at 
present: “‘Under the administration of that most efficient 
body, the Corps of Engineers of the United States Army, 
the execution of the work is proceeding with a rapidity 
which is in pleasing contrast to the confusion and dis- 
appointment which marked the earlier years of Ameri- 
can occupancy. 

The Army AND Navy JouRNAL last year, in noting 
the healthfulness of Panama under the administration 
of the Army medical officers and the wonderful engineer- 
ing activities along the route of the Canal, expressed 
surprise that so few tourists. comparatively, visited that 
section. From F. W. Fitch, chief despatcher of the 
Panama Railroad, who was in New York last week, we 
learn that a marked tourist tide is setting toward the 
Isthmus. Already this season, he says, 5,000 tourists 
have visited the Zone, and the number promises to double 
in the coming year. Many Americans wintered at Ancon. 
The Canal work has developed fishing into a great indus- 
try at Panama, the catches being disposed of to the com- 
missary department of the Canal and the steamship lines. 

One of the most wonderful things in the Canal Zone 
is the model of the Canal which Colonel Goethals has at 
Culebra. It gives an accurate idea as to what the Canal 
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will look like and how it will operate. The model is 
about twenty feet long, and locks and lake and everything 
are built to scale. There are miniature reproductions of 
warships and various types of vessels, including the Lusi- 
tania and the Manretania. There is real water in it, a 
reproduction of the Gatun Lake and the big inland 
harbor that is to be, together with the locks and 
mechanism operating them—in short, a faithful copy of 
what the Canal is going to do. 

In the St. Paul Pioneer Press Mr. Gerald Myalt calls 
attention to the fact that “the Panama Canal, to all 
intents and purposes, will not be a canal at all, but a 
lake—a broad fresh water lake, thirty-two miles long 
and with an area of 164 square miles, a lake which will 
flood the country in some places far beyond the ten-mile 
limits of the Canal Zone, from within seven miles of the 
Atlantic to a distance of but nine from the Pacific side 
of the Isthmus. Most persons do not realize that. They 
picture the waterway as a big ditch, which it is not. 
For only nine miles through Culebra cut will the work 
be very much like what the average mind seems to have 
conceived. And when it is finished, even that Culebra 
section will form part of the lake itself.” The bulk of 
the Canal length lies in Gatun Lake. right through 
Culebra cut to the Pedro Miguel lock, a distance most of 
which ean be covered at fuli steaming speed. For all 
of the twenty-three miles of what will be an open lake, 
says Mr. Myalt. the werk is to all intents finished. “The 
men in control,” he adds. “are Army officers—Army En- 
gineers. They are working under orders, and it is their 
business to get the work done. Unlike the contractor. 
they need no profit: unlike him they have no ear turned 
for an offer to work for a better salary in ‘God’s coun- 


try” There is no personal ambition beyond that of doing 
better, quicker and more thorough work than has ever 
been done on such an undertaking before, for their 
responsibility to the people of the United States, to, the 
forwarding of the honor and glory of their country 


through their own proved efficiency, is a very close one. 
No contractor could ever accomplish work like that. 
And the Army officers don’t merely supervise; they shed 
their uniforms and put on old clothes and hustle. And 
it’s fine. How anyone could criticize it is beyond the 
comprehension of most of those who actually know what 
is going on at Panama.” 





THE NATIONAL GUARD AS AN ARMY. 

In his speech at the twenty-fifth anniversary of the 
Cross of Honor, 7th Regiment, N.Y.N.G., April 20, 
1910, Charles E. Lydecker, for so many years major of 
that regiment, gave an interesting review of the history 
of the 7th Regiment Cross of Honor, showing its 


significance and importance. Over 1,200 of these crosses 


have been awarded, over 150 of them going to the 640 ex- 
members of the 7th who served in the war of 1861-1865. 
Prompted by the action of the 7th in establishing this 


recognition of honorable service, the state of New York, 
by G.O. No. 10, A.G.O., Oct. 18, 1894, adopted a similar 
mode of recognizing service in the National Guard ; the 
several regiments adopted their own decorations, and 
other states have followed this system. “Nothing,” said 
Major Lydecker, ‘‘could therefore be more satisfying to 
the originators of this effort to encourage service and to 
recognize the self-denial of those who made the service 
than the general adoption and imitation of every feature 
of thought which the 7th Regiment created in that re- 
gard.” Continuing, he said: ; 
- “Times change, manners change, men change ; but this 
may be set down as an axiom, that a soldier is a soldier 
in all generations. It matters not whether he is armed 
with a rifle which is useful at 300 yards or 4t 1,500 
vards. The same characteristics exist in the soldier. 
The soldier may vary in efficiency, but he never will 
vary in his moral attributes. He is true, and steadfast, 
and loyal, and fearless, no matter what generation he 
belongs to. We may search far to find a more intrepid 
soldier that Stephen Decatur, or Farragut, or Sumner, 
er Reynolds, or MacPherson, or Stonewall Jackson, or 
Lawton, or Roberts, or Farnham, or Lawrence, or Perry, 
or Nelson. These names could be read from the roll of 
victory for hours. The point of reference to them is 
their character as soldiers, not their skill, but their 
steadfastness, loyalty and courage. These attributes 
spring from heredity and from association. Pride and 
esprit are founded upon self-respect and character. | They 
are associated with thought, refinement and intelligence, 
and whatever organization stands for these builds up 
character and builds up the attributes of the soldier. 

“The 7th Regiment has not been an advance school of 
military knowledge. It is not a technica] college, but it 
has been an educational institution where the citizen has 
been made a better citizen, because of the acquisition of 
knowledge that has made and preserved nations. W ithout 
military prowess no land is safe, but no military prowess 
can be found except where men of strength exist. 

“The policy of the country is to create an Army, and 
hence the National Guard is an army. This is the 7th 
Regiment, 1st Brigade, 3d Division, 1st U.S. Field Army, 
which is a part of the irregular forces of the United 
States. ‘That is a perfectly feasible way of making an 
army. You can put a uniform on your man, place a gun 
in his hand, assigu him to his.regiment, brigade, division 
and corps, and then you have an army. You have an 
army at least on paper, and a paper army must have a 
large appropriation. The government of the people, by 
the peeple, for the people, is not infrequently founded on 
zeal and activity to do good to your fellow-man for a 
share of the appropriations, and hence the popular cry 
is to pay the National Guard. , 

“The idealism of the 7th Regiment must be taught 
like the idealism of West Point. It is hard to believe 
that there is anything like generous, unadulterated 
patriotism to be found, but we think there is, and we 
must emphasize anniversaries of this kind to elevate 
the value of the laurel leaf as a reward, as distinguished 
from material returns. . ‘ 

“The reduction of the term of enlistment brings us 
nearer to the day of compulsory service. That is staring 
England in the face, and is to be attained here eventually 
under the progressive policy represented by the Dick bill. 
The work and example of this regiment, therefore, has 
become more and more a public blessing, and a benefit 
to the whole country. and a necessity. The principle 
upon which it was founded and thrived is in no way 
antagonistic to the creation of an Army for the country. 
We are advocating the education of soldiers, and the 
policy of the 7th Regiment has been tried and has been 
quite successful; it has made soldiers. The Government 
can make an Army on paper, but it cannot educate 
soldiers in three years. — Consequently, it must welcome 
the furthering of the aims and purposes of those who 
wish to keep the youth of the land interested in the 


Service for several times the term of their enlistment, 
and if the Organized Militia shall become a paid force 
of an ordinary Service type the aim and purpose of 
those who would educate all the youth of the land in 
military accomplishments, and keep them interested and 
enthusiastic over their drill and shooting and other 
military accomplishments for ten or twenty years, must 
be sought in some other way, possibly by re-establishing 
the Volunteers. 

“The service, then, to which this great order of the 
Cross of Honor is to devote itself is the cherishing of the 
7th Regiment idea, that the citizen soldier is not a paid 
soldier, a worker for place, position, wages, pay, but a 
contributor to the body politic, an agent in spreading the 
knowledge of the art of war, a member of society whose 
father, mother, wife and sisters assist in the contribution 
which he makes to society, a student and an earnest, 
patriotic, self-sacrificing citizen.”

U.S. ARMY OFFICERS IN THE CUBAN ARMY. 

The Secretary of War, responding to an inquiry of 
the House as to the relations of certain Army officers 
to the military establishment of Cuba, on April 22 sent 
to the House a letter, in which he says that Capt. Frank 
Parker, 11th Cav., Capt. G. G. Gatley, 3d Field Art., 
and Capt. Philip S. Golderman, Coast Art. Corps, 
U.S.A., are rendering military service in connection with 
the army of the Republic of Cuba, and were, until April 
13, 1910, at which time it was discontinued through 
instructions from the War Department, receiving com- 
pensation from the government of Cuba at the rate of 
$200 per month, and under circumstances as follows: 

On March 10, 1909, the Chargé d’Affaires, Legation 
of Cuba, Washington, D.C., addressed a letter to the 
Secretary of State, in which he requested that permission 
be granted to these officers to remain in or be detailed to 
Cuba in order to fill, under the orders and for the account 
of the Cuban government, the officers of instructors in 
their respective arms of the Service, in addition to one 
other officer, to be designated by the American Govern- 


ment, for the office of instructor of coast artillery. This 


letter on March 18, 1909, was transmitted to the Secre- 
tary of War. There was information indicating that if 
this detail were not made application would be made 


for the detail of officers by some other government. It 





. was regarded, in view of our relations with Cuba, of the 


utmost importance that such instruction should be ren- 
dered by officers of our Army rather than by officers of 
some other government. 

On March 30, 1909, the said officers were directed to 
“proceed to Havana, Cuba, and take station at that place 
for the purpose of studying the Spanish language, and 
that while on this duty you report to the President of 
Cuba for such duty pertaining to the organization and 
instruction of the Cuban army as the Cuban government 
may desire.” ‘They were instructed to cultivate cordial 
relations with the Cuban government and conduct them- 
selves in a discreet and conservative manner. 

The Cuban government proposed to pay such amount 
as, in the discretion of this Government, might be thought 
proper. The matter was investigated by the Chief of 
Staff. There were taken into consideration the high cost 
of living in Cuba and the extra expense to which the 
three officers referred to would be put by the nature of 
their officia] duties in connection with the Cuban forces. 
It was estimated that the payment by the Cuban govern- 
ment of compensation to each of $150 per month would 
be just and equitable. Accordingly, the Secretary of 
War addressed a letter to the Secretary of State, in 
which he said that, having given the matter careful 
consideration, he was of the opinion that should the 
Cuban government be willing to give these officers com- 
pensation it should be at the rate of $150 per month, 
and that in addition the Cuban government should under- 
take the care and maintenance of the authorized and 
necessary mounts of the officers during the time they are 
on this duty. 

On May 19, 1909, the Chargé d’Affaires of the Cuban 
government advised the Secretary of State that, with 
the consent of the President of the Cuban Repvblic, the 
Secretary of State of Cuba had fixed the compensation 
of the American officers at $290 per month each. The 
Adjutant General, under date of June 10, 1909, advised 
these officers that the Secretary of War had no objection 
to their receiving the amount. provided the increase over 
that suggested by the War Department was not due to 
any suggestion or effort on the part of the officers con- 
cerned. The three officers referred to accordingly re- 
ceived compensation from the government of Cuba at 
the rate of $200 per month (in addition to care and 
maintenance of mounts) up to and including April 12, 
1910. On April 13, 1910, in accordance with the spirit 
of a proviso in the Military Academy bill, the officers 
referred to were directed by cable from the War Depart- 
ment not to receive any further compensation from the 
Cuban government. 

“In doing this I may have acted too hastily,” Secre- 
tary Dickinson says in his letter to the House. “The 
Constitution meant to prevent officers of the United 
States from being brought under obligations to a foreign 
government by accepting offices. gifts or benefits which 
might tend to weaken their loyalty to or put them in a 
position incompatible with their duty to our Government. 
As these officers are rendering to the Cuban government 
services far in excess of the compensation paid, and were 
acting by the sanction of the Secretary of War, no such 
condition could be expected to exist. 

“The officers in question had a right to assume, acting, 
as they did, under the sanction of the Secretary of War. 
that there were no legal obstacles to their accepting the 
pay. and the responsibility for an unintentional violation 
of the law, if it has been violated, rests upon the Secre- 
tary of War, who acted in an emergency according to his 
best judgment, and without having the question now 
involved under consideration. 

“It would he unfortunate to be compelled, under the 
existing conditions, to recall these officers. It is manifest 
that they cannot be required to perform this detail with 
a certainty that their expenses would exceed the pay 
allowed by this Government. If action of Congress shall 
be necessary, I recommend, in view of the relations 
existing between our country and Cuba and the request 
of that government, that Congress either authorize. the 
payment to those officers bv this Government. in addition 
to their regular pay. of such an amount as the President 
may approve, or that consent be given that such an 
amount as the President may approve may be paid bv 
the Cuhan government, and that in addition thev shall 
be authorized to accept the use of mounts and their keen 
and such quarters as the Cuban government may permit 
them to use. It is also recommended that similar provi- 


sion be made for any officer who may be detailed for 
service in Panama. 

“One other officer, in addition to those named above 
viz., Major Henry A. Barber, U.S.A., retired, is’on duty 
in Cuba as United States Military Attaché, American 
Legation, Havana. He is in no way attached to or on 
duty with the Cuban military forces, and is not now nor 
has he ever received compensation for his services in 
addition to that received from the United States 
Treasury.” 

The House referred the Secretary’s letter to the Com- 
mittee on Military Affairs.

THE PHILIPPINE SCOUTS. 


At a dinner given by fifty officers of the Philippine 
Scouts at the Army and Navy Club, Manila, March 5, 
and referred to last week, Major Gen. William P. Duvall. 
commanding the Philippines Division, said: “Since I have 
been in these islands I have visited all of the Scout posts 
and have inspected the men in their barracks. That is 
more than most of you who are serving in the organiza- 
tion have seen of the Scouts. Now I can tell you this, 
gentlemen, you have accomplished already a great work. 
I want to congratulate you upon that and thank you for 
it, to encourage you with respect to the present and to 
hearten you with respect to the future. There should 
be no misunderstanding about your status. Yov are just 
as much Army officers as I am; you are just as much 
a part of the Army of the United States as I am. [ 
have been remarkably impressed with everything I have 
seen in the Scouts. It is my desire to have the battalions 
together as much as possible, as there is much to be 
learned from each other.” 

Capt. Samuel D. Rochenbach, 12th Cav., U.S.A., said: 
“We can put four companies of Philippine Scouts on the 
firing line at less expense than any soldiers in the world. 
I am convinced that if the principles I have been working 
on are carried out a business nation like the United 
States is going to maintain the Philippine Scouts. It is 
impossible for me to believe that business men of « 
business nation are going to neglect to use the magnifi- 
cent material we have here for soldiers. I consider my 
experience with the Scouts the most valuable of my mili- 
tary career.” 

Major Julius A. Penn, 12th Inf., testified to the 
“magnificent” behavior of the Scouts at the maneuvers. 
adding: “The efficiency of the Scout soldier as a citizen 
was brought to my attention by the number of discharged 
Scout soldiers who have become high officials of their 
towns and municipalities. In order to have an Army 
large enongh for the actual needs of a world power, I 
believe the present limit of scouts to 5.000 men will be 
extended to the original number allowed by law of 12,000 
men. If this is done the Army will be very much 
strengthened and at a minimum cost.” 

Mejor Hanson FB. Ely, Captain 26th Inf., toastmaster, 
mentioned several instances in the work of the Philippine 
Scouts which, he said, were worthy of the highest praise. 
He lauded the service of many of the officers, one of 
whom had been granted a medal of honor for extraor- 
dinary bravery and others who won much credit for 
themselves and their superior officers by their fearless 
conduct on the field.

THE SWORD. 


The important place the sword holds in the esteem of 
the higher class Japanese is shown by Mr. Henry Satoh 
in an article in the April number of the Japanese Maga- 
zine of Tokio. To it he gives the title of “The Steel 
Bible of Bushido,” indicative of the fact that the sword 
is the very embodiment of the Yamato, or ruling race 
of Japan, to which the Mikado belongs. The sword is 
also sometimes spoken of as the “Soul of the Samurai.” 
It is the symbol in Japan of the sense of honor, high 
character and moral courage. “This sharp’ edge,” the 
father will say to his son, “is not only the guardian of 
your honor and personal safety, but it is also the sacred 
disciplinarian to punish you when you go wrong.” Ef- 
feminacy is the chief dread of the followers of the 
“steel Bible,” but the true samurai must be in every 
respect a gentleman, and the sword serves to remind him 
that strength must be accompanied by gentleness, and 
sword as the original invention of Japan for the develop- 
ment of which that country is not indebted to any for- 
eign source, although “in all other branches of art Japan 
has had to receive foreign tuition more or less.” The 
combination of a hard and a mild steel in the same blade, 
the idea applied by Harvey to armor plate, was known 
to the swordsmiths of Japan as early as the ninth cen- 
tury, A.D. Before the blade is fired all but the edge is 
covered with clay, so that only the edge is high tempered, 
and thus brittleness is avoided, as it is in the Damascus 
blade by a different method. Yamato being the seat of 
the Imperial authority, the swordsmiths of the highest 
skili have been found there since the seventh century of 
our era. It was always during the periods of internal 
strife that the greatest masters of the craft appeared. 
Before unsheathing a sword, and again on returning it 
to its sheath, the Japanese greets the weapon with a 
bow. When unsheathed, the edge should always be toward 
the body, or of the holder, or at least away from that 
of a friend. The sword is never handled as a curio, but 
is treated as a manifestation of the soul of the samurai, 
and the sentiment attached to it makes it almost im- 
possible for a foreigner to secure a high class sword 
for money. 

The sword has fallen into discredit in the Occident, 
but the question of its use for cavalry is under active 
discussion in England. In his book, “War and the Arme 
Blanche,’ Mr. Erskine Childers expresses his disbelief 
in the cavalryman armed with the saber and lance, and 
he is supported in his opinion, in a measure, by the high 
authority of Lord Roberts, who holds that the cavalry 
should have a sword bayonet “with a substantial handle, 
large enough to be firmly gripped, so that in the event 
of its being required it could be used on horseback (as 
well as on foot.” This is an admission of the continuing 
need of mounted action with the cold steel. Sir Conan 
Doyle concludes, as the result of his experience in South 
Africa, that the only weapon is the magazine rifle, and 
that the only place for swords, lances and revolvers is in 
a museum. Another writer, who has served through 
three campaigns, declares that in not one instance during 
the Boer war was a regiment armed with a sword ever 
“rushed” by the enemy, as unhappily time and again 
were the mounted infantry and yeomanry, who were 
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armed only with the rifle. Lastly, it is asserted that 
experience proves that without good horsemanship and 
accurate drill mounted men effect very little with the 
rifle, for their movements are slow and their fire in- 
curate. ; 
a This controversy recalls the fact that, in a letter ad- 
dressed to the ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL, appearing in 
our issue of March 23, 1878, Gen. W. T. Sherman, then 
in command of the Army, invited a discussion of this 
subject in our columns. The result was the publication 
of a series of letters in which Wesley Merritt, O. O. 
Howard, P. St. George Cooke, E. A. Carr, Thomas M. 
‘Anderson and Frank V. Greene came to the defense of 
the Arme Blanche. In his letter General Merritt said: 
“At Five Forks it required great efforts on the part of 
General Sheridan and other officers to make the Infantry 
approach within fair fighting distance of the enemy, 


while the Cavalry on the first charge, when the general 


attack was made, advanced (on foot) close under the 
crest of the Confederate field works. With the saber 
mounted troops know that they must be in contact to do 
execution, and they charge with that intent, and have 
no other thought. Put pistols in the hands of our Cavalry 
as the only weapon to be used mounted in charging and 
Cayalry charges will soon degenerate into harmless fusil- 
lades, at long range, with an inferior weapon. The First 
Cavalry Division of the Army of the Potomac, which 
came to my command from such accomplished Cavalry 
soldiers as Generals Cooke and Buford, was a living 
evidence of the falsity of the assertion that dragoons 
could not be taught to make thorough mounted charges. 
In more than one battle I have known this gallant com- 
mand to fight splendidly on foot as well as mounted on 
the same day.” General Cooke held that the argument 
against the saber was due to the fact that Cavalry had 
never been perfected in our Service. In a vigorous letter 
he said: “Can there be any true cavalryman who shall 
not be heard in earnest protest against the proposed 
abandonment of the saber?’ General Anderson called 
attention to the action of the German cavalry at Vion- 
ville with their sabers which prevented the escape of the 
French army from Metz. Another correspondent said: 
“Who does not believe that the gallant Custer (whose 
command, with the exception of a few officers, did not 
carry sabers) would not have given millions for one 
hundred sabers when he made his last stand and saw his 
men dropping like autumn leaves, and the Springfields 
becoming utterly worthless from rapid firing?”

THE LANTAKA AND THE 23D INFANTRY. 

The 224 Infantry Lantaka of Feb. 15, which has just 
reached us from Parang, P.I., coincident with the arrival 
of the 23d Infantry at San Francisco, publishes a portrait 
of Lieut. Col. Edwin F. Glenn, of the 23d, and tells this 
stery about him: He was recently called to testify in a 
civil suit regarding a transaction of some ten years ago. 
A certain paper was wanted by the court. The paper 
was in some one of a number of boxes, chests and trunks 
in Columbus, Ohio; the Colonel didn’t know which one. 
The keys were in a trunk in Watertown, N.Y., the key 
to which Mrs. Glenn earried with her to Europe. It was 
decided to send Colonel Glenn to the States to find the 
paper, but later on this was changed, and thirty of 
Colonel Glenn’s boxes, chests and trunks were forwarded 
to Parang imstead. ‘They were sent by express across 
the continent, and it is believed made record time. They 
are all here, and it is believed that some one of them 
contains the desired document. The bunch of keys, how- 
ever, is in Watertown, N.Y., and Mrs. Glenn is still in 
Kurope. Colonel Glenn is under orders to return to the 
States. Sle has no orders pertaining to the disposition 
of the boxes, chests and trunks. The keys may be on 
the way, but it is not thought probable that they will 
reach here until after the boxes, chests and trunks will 
have reached the States on the change of stations in 
March. 

In view of the fact that by the orders of the War 
Department Col. C. A. Williams, 21st Inf., has, during 
the absence of General Pershing, been placed under the 
command of Col. T. C. Woodbury, 3d Inf., who is one 
file below him in rank, Lantaka asks: “What legal 
effect will an order of such junior directed to his senior 
have? Would a violation of such order be punishable 
under the law or customs of the Service? What is the 
duty of the senior colone] under such circumstances? Is 
he released from his obligations under 122d A.W. and 
A.R. 193, vide Dig., op, McClure, par. 159; p. 53, ed. 
1901, as to command of his regiment?” : ; 

In correction of an erroneous statement appearing in 
the Manila Times, Col. H. O. Heistand sends an official 
letter to the commanding general, Department of Min- 
danao, in which he says: “By direction of the division 
commander I have the honor to invite your attention to 
the marked article in enclosed copy of the Manila Times, 
dated Jan, 3, 1910. ‘This article misstates the facts in 
the case, which are briefly as follows: On the occasioa 
of an inspection last spring of Camp Bumpus, Leyte, the 
division commander found the commanding officer, Col. 
John C. Dent, to be manifestly unfit for field service, 
but action looking to his retirement was put off until the 
efliciency reports for that year were reviewed. Out of 
sympathy for himself and his family, the option of apply- 
ing for retirement after thirty years’ service or of being 
ordered before a board of medical officers for examination 
as to his physical fitness for service was offered Colonel 
Dent. He declined to apply for retirement, and the 
board before which he appeared pronounced him wholly 
and permanently unfit for either garrison or field service. 
These facts having been reported to the War Department, 
he was ordered before a retiring board, with the result 
already known.” 

Discoursing on helmets, Lantaka says: “Out of two 
companies we questioned by individuals we found one 
man who favored this helmet. The post surgeon, in the 
cocrse of an examination of another company, asked for 
all those who disliked the helmet to step one pace to 
the front. The entire company stepped one pace to the 
front with a snap and precision that writers call ‘mili- 
tary.’ Of still another company of seventy men, sixty- 
seven testified that the wearing of the helmet invariably 
produced headache. In a test march one company wear- 
ing helmets was made to march half the distance of 
another company with campaign hats. Nearly every 
meniber of the helmeted company complained of great 
fatigve and all showed signs of it. Of the campaign hat 
company not one showed fatigue nor complained of it.” 

Lantaka says: “General Pershing regards the Amer- 
ican settlement in Davao as the most significant sign of 
our times. ‘The measure of success of this colony will 
determine very largely the future course of our Govern- 
ment in these southern islands. Mindanao is not 4

CAMP PERRY NATIONAL MATCHES. 

Revolver matches for the police of the country will be 
a new and interesting feature of the national shoot at 
Camp Perry, Ohio, which will run from Aug. 8 to 25, 
inclusive. The National Police Team Mateh will be shot 
for the first time on Thursday, Aug. 11, 1910. Each 
team is to consist of five police officers from the force of 
a single city, and no officer may shoot on more than one 
team. They must have been in the same police force for 
at least three months prior to the date of the match, and 
will wear the authorized uniform of their force. At 
fifteen yards each man will fire two scores of five shots 
each rapid fire, eight seconds to each score. At twenty- 
five yards each man will fire two strings of five shots 
each, timed fire, fifteen seconds to each score, and at 
fifty yards each man will fire five shots, slow fire, twenty 
seconds for each shot. 

Any caliber of revolver from .32 to .45, inclusive, and 
having a length of barrel not less than four nor more 
than six inches. may be used. 

The National Police Tndividua] Match will run from 
Aug. 9 to Aug. 12, inclusive, and will be open to any 
police officer in the United States furnishing a certificate 
that he has been on the police force of his city, town or 
village for at least three months prior to the match. The 
ranges and times of firing will be the same in this match 
as in the National Police Team Match. The regulations 
as to the weapons are also the same for both matches. 

For the National Police Team Match the Colt Com- 
pany has given a handsome sterling silver trophy, about 
fourteen inches high, with a base of about sixteen inches, 
and having three handles of novel design. The trophy is 
mounted en a burnished copper base, which makes a very 
attractive combination. The match will be an annual 
event, and the trophy wiil remain in the custody of the 
police force winning it from year to year. In the indi- 
vidval match there will be a number of money prizes 
and medals. In order to get these matches before the 
police departments, the Ohio Rifle Association appointed 
a special committee, consisting of Col. Byron L. Berger. 
Major Charles Becht and Capt. William M. Schofield, 
all of the Ohio National Guard, to send invitations to the 
chiefs of police of the large cities to have their forces 
represented in these matches. In addition to the police 
matches, the officers would be eligible to compete in a 
number of other revolver matches to be shot at this time, 
including three eighty per cent. medal matches, a rapid 
fire revolver match, All-Comers Military Revolver 
Matches, Automatic Pistol Match. Cavalry Revolver 
Match. .45 Caliber Match and the Revolver Champion- 
shin Match. 





LIEUT. COL. EDWARD CHAMPE CARTER. 


The death of Lieut. Col. Edward Champe Carter. 
Med. Corps, U.S.A., which occurred at the Army and 
Navy General Hospital, Hot Springs, Ark.. April 14. 
1910, took from the Service an officer it could ill afford 
to lose. Scion of one of the distinguished Virginia fam- 
ilies, he was educated in the schools of that state, and 
graduated facile princeps from its great university. Dr. 
Carter was commissioned an officer of the Medical De- 
partment of the Army Oct. 22, 1881, after passing the 
most brilliant entrance examination on record up to that 
time. He served in Arizona and the Northwest until 
the outbreak of the Spanish-American War, when he 
was appointed a brigade surgeon, U.S. Vols., and _as- 
signed to the command of the Leiter General Hospital. 
Chickamauga Park, Ga. He organized this excellent 
hospital, installed a corps of trained women nurses and 
successfully treated hundreds of cases of typhoid fever 
which fell to his care in the summer of 1898. After 
the Spanish-American War, during which he received 
his promotion in the regular establishment, Major Carter 
was assigned to duty as attending surgeon in Washing- 
ton and remained there until detailed as director of 
health in the Philippine Islands, in 1901. His work in 
the archipelago was up to his usual high standard of effi- 
ciency. During this period he was, with Bishop Brent, 
appointed a member of the Opium Commission, and to- 
gether they traveled through the far Eastern countries 
studying the opium question. The valuable preliminary 
report of the commission was largely Carter’s work. 
Returning home, Major Carter was detailed as instruc- 
tor in “care of troops” at the Army School of the Line, 
Fort Leavenworth, Kas., and at the time of his death 
was on duty at Fort Sheridan, Ill.. where, for personal 
reasons, he preferred to remain rather than accept the 
assignment offered him as chief surgeon, Dept. of Cali- 
fornia. He was promoted lieutenant colonel in 1908. 
From the time of his Philippine service Carter’s health 
steadily depreciated, but he never spared himself. The 
writer took with him the test ride last autumn. Scarcely 
had he reached his quarters at Fort Sheridan, after a 
ninety miles forced march, than a telephone call came 
from a patient, and this was repeated not twice, but 
oftener; tired as he was his services were then, as al- 
ways, cheerfully at the command of his patients. Col- 
onel Carter has administrative abilities of no mean qual- 





ity, but he was a physician par excellence; he loved his 
profession and its practice with a deep and abiding love 
Mourned by all his host of friends and admirers, par- 
ticularly will he be held in grateful remembrance by the 
many patients he restored to healih and happiness. If 
it be blessed to help the sick and needy, then is Carter 
blessed indeed.

His services in the Philippines, 
particularly as health officer in Manila during the cholera 
epidemic, and as a member of the Opium Commission 
with Bishop Brent, will stand as a monument to his 
memory. He was a most courtly and modest gentleman, 
possessing all the characteristics—high sense of honor, 
extreme politeness, punctilious in all things—possessed by 
those from his native state, Virginia.

“None knew him but to love him, 
None named him but to praise.”

RECENT PUBLICATIONS. 

Army officers are placed in sharp and pleasurable con- 

trast to civilians as Indian agents by ex-Commissioner 
of Indian Affairs Francis FE. Leupp in his book, “The 
Indian and His Problem” (Scribner’s). In referring to 
the many mistakes of the old-time Indian agent and the 
injustices that grew up under that system, Mr. Leupp 
pays a fine tribute to the officers of the Army when he 
says: “As a relief from a certain class of political 
agents, who used to be the curse of the service, a mili- 
tary officer was a godsend; but his best influence upon 
the Indians themselves was found among tribes still in 
a very backward state. There his independence, his 
promptness to shoulder responsibility, his exercise of 
arbitrary power in any emergency which called for such 
a demonstration, made a strong impression on the way- 
ward spirits whose only conception of authority was the 
ability to strike effectively and without delay, and to 
compel good order by force when admonitions had ceased 
to avail.” Of one Army officer, who was most shame- 
fully treated by calumniators, Mr. Leupp writes: “A 
few years ago there appeared in a Senate document a 
mass of slanders aimed at one of the most excellent 
servants the Government has ever had. He was a retired 
officer of the Regular Army, who, because a life full of 
dangers, exposure and hard work had left him with an 
ailing body and a lean purse, had been glad to accept 
for a short term an Indian agency. He carried into his 
duties there the same fidelity, courage and energy which 
of old he had carried into battle; yet this document 
charged him with conspiracy to rob the Indians under 
him of lands and moneys, with cruelty to them in indi- 
vidual cases and with several particularly contemptible 
frauds upon the Government. The President ordered a 
special investigation, with the design, if the charges 
proved true, not only of disgracing him publicly by re- 
moval from his civil office, but of bringing him before a 
court-martial which would drum him out of the Army. 
The inquiry, which consumed some months. ended in a 
complete triumph for the accused officer. The falsehood 
and malignity of the charges were proved from the 
mouths of the witnesses for the prosecution and from 
public records accessible to everybody, without calling a 
single witness for the defense. In the mean time a good 
man’s heart was nearly broken, and he suffered a stroke 
of paralysis from the suffering he had undergone, at the 
sheer thought that all his long career of upright living 
and devoted service had not shielded him against such 
indignity at its close. Nevertheless the authors of the 
criminal assault upon an honored name have undergone 
no punishment.” Mr. Leupp says that the recent out- 
break of Crazy Snake and his band in the Southwest was 
due to the fact that the Indians found they had been 
deluded into contributing from their scanty means to 
pay the expenses of a lobby in Washington, which, they 
were told, would have a law passed undoing the Allot- 
ment Law Act and restoring their lands to communal 
ownership, and leaving the local tribes to return to the 
way their fathers had lived before the white men came 
among them. It would be well if members of societies 
interested in the Indians, which made so great an outcry 
against the treatment which By-a-lil-le and his followers 
received in ‘1907 on the Navajo reservation from the 
soldiers sent into that section, would read what Mr. 
Leupp, who had much to do with the handling of that 
Situation, has to say about it. They will find that the 
soldiers were justified in the action they took, and that 
the knowledge brought home to the redmen that the 
force they might display would be met with equal force 
had the most salutary effect. 
; Virginia M. Meyer’s “Small Talks on Auction Bridge,” 
just published by Paul Elder and Company, of San 
I rancisco, is to be commended for its concise, simple 
presentation of the rules for this latest popular game. 
Mrs. Meyer’s name is well known as an authority on 
card games from her previous “Small Talks on Bridge” 
and “Skat.” The present volume is attractively issued 
with rubricated pages and tasteful binding at 50 cents 
net: Mrs. Meyer's seore pads for auction bridge are 
published hy Elder and Company at 25 cents. 

‘The next time Elizabeth Robins writes a book dealing 
with American life it might be just as well if she would 
understand that no Southern gentleman, nor any other 
kind, would seek to make an impression upon a rich, 
young and cultured New York widow by giving verbatim 
the profanity which his uncle launched at the head of a 
luckless negro who had incurred his wrath. The out- 
burst of profanity found at page 95 of her latest book, 
“The Florentine Frame,” is altogether uncalled-for, The 
overuse of the word “gray,” as in a “gray acquiescence,” 
suggests that perhaps in time we shall have a “blue” 
negative, and other chromatic adjectives. This is the 
type of book in which the characters do not “say” things, 
but “fling” their remarks and “strike in” rather than 
“interrupt.” Some bright observations may pay for fol- 
‘owing the author’s effort to make something worth 
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while out of a young man who, loving one woman, de- 
liberately and without the shadow of excuse marries an- 
other. One of them is this remark of a silly wife to the 
clever widow: “Lord! the foolishness of you clever 
women! Men don’t come to you for your opinion. They 
come for soothing syrup.” The book closes with the best 
thing the hero does—what some would call a superb lie 
to save his wife’s peace of mind. The book is from the 
press of Moffat, Yard and Company, New York. 

Capt. John H. Parker, U.S.A., has published at the 
price of one dollar a little handbook on indoor target 
practice with subtarget gun machine. It is an elabora- 
tion of three of the ten subjects included in the general 
scheme of instruction in rifle practice in the Provisional 
S.A.F.M., 1909, viz.: sighting drills, position and aiming 
drills and deflection and elevation and correction drills. 
It is the outgrowth of practical experience acquired in 
the preliminary instruction of Captain Parker’s own 
company, and is especially applicable to armory work. 
Good results have been accomplished with it in five days 
with recruits. It can be obtained from Arms and the 
Man, Washington, D.C. 

In his little volume, entitled “Swimming,” published 
by Houghton Mifflin Company, Edward Tenney Brewster 
develops his subject in a series of detailed and orderly 
lessons, treating the breathing and the “slide” as integral 
parts of the stroke to be learned with the rest, recogniz- 
ing that the instruction must vary with the person and 
that teaching swimming to little children offers a special 
problem, often of peculiar difficulty. The work is intended 
for the timid, the non-athletic persons and women, for 
those who, having learned the old methods, wish to try 
the newer or to start their children in the right way. 

G. P. Putnam’s Sons publish a work by Charles Lane 
Poor, professor of astronomy in Columbia University, on 
“Nautical Seience in Its Relations to Practical Naviga- 
tion, Together with a Study of the Tides and Tidal Cur- 
rents.” It is a work intended for the general reader, as 
well as for the practical navigator. avoiding the use of 
technical language and complicated mathematical form- 
ulas, dealing with fundamental facts and principles. It 
has thirty-one illustrations and eleven plates. 

“4 Modern Chronicle.” the recently published novel by 
Winston Churchill. graduate of the Naval Academy. and 
formerly associate editor ef the Army AND Navy Jour- 
NAL, is the seventh in a succession of books which have 
won and maintained for him such a reputation as a 
writer of admirably told and interesting stories. Depart- 
ing from the historical setting of some of his former 
books, the present volume is of the life of our own day, 
its dominating theme the love story of a girl of com- 
plexity and fascination, Mr. Churchill’s first great pres- 
entation of the eternal feminine. Published by the 
Macmillan Company, with illustrations by J. H. Gardner 
Soper. 

“An Army Mule” is a trifle misleading as the title of 
the amusing little volume by Charles Miner Thompson, 
for it merely typifies the character of its hero—sound at 
heart, but so obstinate that his “sotness” nearly costs 
him a wife. He meets his match in her, however, yet 
wins her in the end. The illustrations by F. R. Gruger 
are excellent character studies. Published by Houghton 
Mifflin Company; price $1. 

“The German Invasion of England,” by “A French 
Staff Officer,” is published in paper covers by David 
Nutt, London; price one shilling. ‘The author reaches 
the conclusion that an English invasion would be easier 
than a German invasion, by reason of the superiority of 
the British fleet and the rapid progress of the English 
military organization. A German descent on England, 
he believes, would not completely justify the fears of 
some and the hopes of others. but it might affect the 
issue of a Eurcpean conflict by paralyzing for a long 
time the external activity of the English forces. Should 
the future change to England’s disadvantage the present 
balance of naval strength, however, an invasion of her 
territory might become a vital blow at her existence. 

“The Romance of the American Navy as Embodied in 
the Stories of Certain of Our Public and Private Armed 
Ships from 1775 to 1909” is the title of an illustrated 
volume by Frederick Stanhope Hill. late U.S. Navy, 
published by G. P. Putnam’s Sons. The writer explains 
the inclusion of privateers in his narrative by a statement 
of the fact that our saucy American privateers were 
such an important factor in determining the result of 
the first two wars of this nation, and many of the officers 
and men who fought in these private ships made their 
first essays in naval warfare as privateersmen. Side 
by side, therefore, with the records of the officers and 
men of the Regular Establishment are recorded some of 
the brilliant deeds of those privateersmen, untrained in 
military science, who, by their bravery, skill and 
patriotism, accomplished such extraordinary results. In 
the War of 1812 the Regular Navy, with twenty-three 
vessels and 556 guns, captured or destroyed 254 of the 
enemy’s ships, while the privateers, with 517 vessels. 
carrying 2.893 guns, destroyed 1,300 prizes, valued at 
$45.600,000, and captured 30.000 prisoners. over 1,000 
of these belonging to the English regular army. It 
should be noted that this was five times the 6.000 
prisoners taken by our land forces in the War of 1812. 
We should have made a dismal showing in that war 
without the Navy, including the privateers, upon whom 
we cannot depend in future wars. Privateer service was 
a school for our early Navy, sixty of its most distin- 
guished officers having served on private armed _ vessels, 
including Truxtun, Hopkins, Talbot. Barney, Decatur. 
Porter, Riddle, Rodgers, Bainbridge, Little. Robinson and 
Smith. While England was declaring a blockade of the 
whole American coast, American cruisers were taking. 
burning or sinking English ships in English inlets and 
almost in sight of English harbors. 

Mr. George Cary Eggleston has just issued from the 
press of Sturgis and Walton Company. New York, a 
narrative and critical “History of the Confederate War,” 
to which we shall later on call further attention. 
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The difficulty attaching to the designing of a mountain 
howitzer powerful enough to be of use and divisible into 
nack loads has been overcome by the Austrians. who have 
introduced a 30 pr. quick firing mountain howitzer trans- 
ported on two-wheeled vehicles convertible into sleighs. 
The howitzer carriage travels empty, the cradle and top 
earriage are carried on a two-wheeled cart, and the 
howitzer itself on a second cart. Each vehicle weighs 
_12 ewt. complete, and is drawn by a pair of horses. The 
track of the wheels in thirty-six inches only, and it is 
considered that the equinment. thus nacked. can be taken 
over most mountain paths. When the path becomes too 





narrow or difficult for this, the wheels are removed and 
nacked on top, and the gun carriage and cart bodies then 
form sleighs, to which the horses are hooked in tandem. 








SOME LESSONS FROM HISTORY. 
To THE EDITOR OF THE ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL: 

We are told that in 1775 a British officer in Quebec, 
in Canada, was ordered to duty with the British troops 
in Boston, but instead of obeying the order he sailed 
direct to London, claiming that his commission required 
him to fight the enemies of Great Britain, but did not 
require him to fight the Englishmen in America who 
were standing up for their rights; that as a free-born 
Englishman he had the right to decline to take sides in 
a political quarrel among Englishmen. We are also told 
that another English lord refused to go into the battle 
of Bunker Hill on similar grounds, although his regiment 
went in and suffered heavy loss. He seems to have 
changed his mind later, for an officer of similar name 


served with considerable distinction with the British 
troops in several battles during the next two years. 

In 1863 a young man, possibly twenty-three years of 
age, in a Confederate uniform, with his arm in a sling 
from a wound received in the battle of two days before, 
told the writer he had put in five years as a soldier in 


the 5th U.S. Infantry, and that there were more than ‘ 


thirty ex-Regular soldiers in his Louisiana regiment: 
that the Confederates called his regiment “the Regulars.” 
He, with great pride, stated that they had never left 
a position without orders, meaning that the Federal 
troops had never driven them from their position. He 
looked eagerly among the Yankee prisoners to find 
someone from the old regiments, but found a few new 
Regulars. With a sneer he said: “You can’t expect good 
fighting from such new men. They haven’t the discipline 
of the old Regulars. Discipline is what wins battles even 
against odds.” When asked how they got into the Con- 
federate Army, he said they were discharged in Texas, 
New Mexico and Arkansas and went down the river on 
their way to New York. but, of course, spent their 
money, and there was no United States recruiting officer 
there and they could not get away, and had to go into 
the Confederate Army. 

Until Fort Sumter was fired on everyone North and 
South believed in states rights; that is, that every state 
had the right to regulate its own internal affairs, and 
many believed that every state had the technical right 
to secede from the Union. The New England states 
seemed to have believed so when the Hartford Convention 
met in 1812. 

Connecticut seemed to consider herself superior to the 
United States when she arrested an officer of the Regular 
Army for the crime of trying to enlist soldiers to fight 
the British in the war of 1812. Only a few believed that 
the United States had any legal right to force a seceded 
(sovereign) state back into the Union. 

The firing on Sumter brought it home to everyone that 
in a few years every state might be a separate, insignifi- 
eant nation, which would be ruin to all. So _ self- 
preservation (whether technically legal or illegal) 
required that a state to become independent of the Union 
must win it by the result of a war. 

In Atlanta, a few days after its capture in 1864, sev- 
eral Unicn generals agreed that a nation like ours, 
without powerful enemies on its borders, must expect to 
split up: that they had expected that the dividing line 
would be East and West, as the South was tied together 
only by one financial interest—slavery; that it now 
seemed that the Union armies would be successful. If 
so, that would practically kill slavery, and in a few 
years the interests in the South would be diversified, as 
in the North, and when the nation finally split up the 
lines would probably run North and South, the Atlantic 
coast being one nation, the Pacific coast another, but 
whether the Mississippi Valley would be one or two 
nations they could not decide. 

Until 1864 General Scott’s landing in the face of the 
enemy at Vera Cruz an army of 13,000 soldiers, with 
supplies, siege guns, mortars, ammunition, etc., was con- 
sidered a very superior military operation, and our 
generals could not foresee that the improvements in ships 
would practically place powerful enemies on our borders. 
Only a few years ago Great Britain landed an army of 
250.000 soldiers in South Africa. It would seem that if 
Japan could destroy our few ships in the Pacific. and 
then, with the command of that sea, capture the Philip- 
pines and Hawaii, and with the latter as a base land 
several armies of 100.000 soldiers each on our Pacific 
coast, these armies could live on the country, and ammu- 
nition could easily be sent them from Japan. 

With her fleet controlling our harbors, she could move 
troops to any point desired. Japan has the German 
system of conscription (all young men, rich and poor, 
trained as private soldiers). so all her soldiers have had 
three years of military discipline and practice. We have 
only a few experienced soldiers, and the large number 
we would have to raise would be inexperienced men. It 
would require several years of war to drive her armies 
away, and even then she would move them to Hawaii, 
where they would be a constant menace to us. We have 
had good luck (not good management) for a hundred 
and thirty-five years, and hope it will continue. Possibly 
there is something in the Massachusetts saying. “A 
divine Providence watches over children, idiots and the 
United States.”

Among Major Arthur T. Lee’s Army ballads, which 
were published in 1871, is “Aransas Bay, or Light on 
the Wave.” I do not remember that it has ever been 
published in the JourNAL. It is set to music to an old 
Scotch air, I think, and is melodious. I have heard it 
sung by the late Gen. Thomas L. Crittenden, of Mexican 
and Civil War fame, con mucho gusto. The lines are 
as follows: 


Light on the wave! the moon shines bright! 
Pass the bowl—fling sorrow away, my boys! 
The breeze is fair—we will rock to-night 
On the wave of Aransas Bay, my boys. 


We have slept in the calm, we have laughed in the gale, 
We have sung by the pale moon’s light, my boys! 

But by morning’s dawn, should the breeze not fail, 
We'll bid the sea good night, my boys. 


Light hearts ye bring to this sovereign land 

Though a shadow has hung o’er them late, my boys! 
And we drain our cups with a steady hand,

We will some of us sleep ‘neath the prairie sod, 
We will some go back o’er the sea, my boys! 

But the hearts that are true to their country and God 
Will all meet at the last reveille, my boys!

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ARMY ITEMS OF INTEREST. 


The transport Sheridan arrived at San Francisco April 
20 from Manila with the 23d Infantry (730 enlisted 
men) and the following military passengers: Major Gen- 
eral Carter, Lieutenant Colonel French, I.G. Dept., 
Colonel Sharpe, Major Muir, Captains Seay, Schley, 
Laubach, Drum, Lee, Brewer, 1st Lieutenants Noble, 
Fuqua, Quackenbush, Turner, Brewer, Stevens, Thuis, 
Hoffman, 2d Lieutenants Miller, Clagett, Blain, Crea, 
Weeks, Cleary, Catron, Coles and Morrow, 23d Inf.; 
Major Ruffner, Captain Halloran, Med. Corps; Captains 
Rockenbach, 12th Cav., Greenough, Coast Art. Corps; 
1st Lieutenants Clopton, 13th Cav., Massee, 7th, Ristine, 
13th Inf.; 2d Lieutenants Simpson, 3d, and Bubb, 4th 
Inf.; ist Lieutenants Gould and Wright, Philippine 
Scouts, Koyle, Siever and Buchsbaum, Med. Res. Corps; 
Dental Surgeons Wing, Mason and_ Hollingsworth; 
Major Wadhams, Captain Billingslea, Med. Corps; 1st 
Lieutenants Hume and Quinlan, 2d Lieutenant Stewart, 
Dth Cav.; sixty-two casuals, twenty-six sick, nineteen 
military convicts, two Army nurses (female). 

The headquarters and Companies E. F, G and H, 23d 
U.S. Infantry, and the machine-gun platoon, under com- 
mand of Col. Alfred C. Sharpe, arrived at Fort Bliss, 
'Tex., April 24, from the Philippines, and took station. 
The 1st and 3d Battalions of the regiment reached 
El Paso also on April 24, but stopped only long enough 
to give the men an opportunity to stretch their legs and 
then continued on their journey. The 1st Battalion, in 
command of Major C. H. Muir, went on to Fort Mc- 
Intosh, at Lerado, while the 3d Battalion went to Fort 
Clark. Colonel Sharpe, Adjutant Drum, Captain Schley, 
Lieutenants Thuis, Turner, Clagett, Crea, Coles, Morrow 
and Surgeon Koyle are the officers who arrived at Fort 
Bliss. Mrs. Turner was the only officer’s wife with the 
party. The 23d left Parang, Mindanoa, on March 20, 
and Manila on March 23 on the transport Sheridan. The 
regiment spent two years in the Philippines, and this 
is the third time it has served in Texas—first in the 
early eighties and again in 1898, when it went from 
Texas to the Spanish-American War. Adjutant Drum, 
then a very small boy, was at Fort Bliss with his father, 
Captain Drum, in the early eighties. It is the first time 
Colonei Sharve was ever stationed there. Dr. Koyle was 
stationed at Fort Bliss with the 25th Infantry in 1905 
and 1906. His little boy, who is with him, was born 
there in 1906. Captain Schley, of the regiment, is 9 
son of Rear Admiral Schley, U.S.N. Major Allaire is 
not with the regiment, being Military Attaché for the 
United States at the Austrian capital. “Officers and men 
of the 23d,” says the Morning Times of El Paso, “are 
a handsome, manly and wholesome looking lot of 
soldiers.” 

We publish elsewhere an order issued by Col. C. J. 
Crane, 9th U.S. Inf., at sea on April 11, which praises 
the splendid behavior of the men of the command en 
route from Fort Sam Houston to San Francisco, to take 
transport for Manila. The regiment remained two days 
in San Francisco, and the enlisted men were paid there 
ind given practically unlimited pass to be absent from 
the transport till two hours before the time for sailing. 
En route to San Francisco they were always informed 
how long the train would stop. As showing the high 
character and excellent behavior of the 720 enlisted men 
on this trip, it is interesting to note that every man 
reached San Francisco with the regiment and also sailed 
on the transport. The regiment did not lose a single 
man by absence without leave or desertion during the 
trip, and not a man was arrested by any police authori- 
ties. Their conduct was exemplary and a credit to the 
Service, and we take great pleasure in making public 
the facts. 

The present stations of the companies of the 1st Regi- 
ment of Field Artillery, Col. Henry M. Andrews, are as 
follows: Headquarters, Batteries C and D, Fort Sill, 
Okla.; A and B, Manila, P.I.; E and F, Presidio, San 
Francisco, Cal. Battery E will leave the latter place 
for Fort Sill, about May 20 next, battery F will leave 
Presidio of San Francisco, Cal., for Fort Sill, after the 
maneuvers at Atascadero, Cal., in October next. 

Capt. R. E. Callan will accompany General Murray 
on a tour as far as Delaware, then Capt. P. P. Bishop 
will go with the General to the end of the tour. Gen- 
eral Murray leaves on the mine planter Frank for Gal- 
veston, May 7, for his tour, which will close the end of 
September. 

Details to educational institutions April 20 included 
nineteen officers of Cavalry, two of the Coast Artillery, 
forty-three Infantry officers and twenty-eight retired 
officers, in all sixty-four officers on active duty. The 
following changes have been noted since then: Captain 
Tompkins, 11th Cav., has been ordered to relieve Captain 
Chapman, 2d Cav., at Norwich University, Vt.; Lieu- 
tenant Kelly, 2d Inf., relieves Lieutenant Corbusier at 
the Kentucky State University: Lieutenant Parker, 28th 
Inf.. relieves Lieutenant Godson, 10th Cay., at Kemper 
School: Lieut. Peter J. Hennessey, 15th Cav., has been 
ordered to Pullman, Wash.; Lieutenant Morgan, 7th Inf., 
has been relieved from Gordon Institute, Ga.; Lieutenant 
Castle, 9th Inf., from Grove City College, Pa., and Lieu- 
tenant Little from Georgia Military College. As no reliefs 
have thus far been ordered to the three colleges last 
mentioned, there is a net loss of two in the number of 
officers detailed to college duty—a fact in which the New 
York Tribune finds an important indication of the with- 
—" of officers on the active list from educational 
duty. 

Manila papers of March 12 announce the appointment 
of a general court-martial for the trial of 1st Lieut. 
Frank B. Davis, 12th Inf., on a charge of questionable 
conduct, under the 61st Article of War. Lieutenant 
Davis is charged with having misrepresented the law to 
the members of a court in a trial of an enlisted man for 
whom he (Lieutenant Davis) was counsel. The Cable- 
news-American says: “Lieutenant Davis is an efficient 
and popular officer, and his friends say that if he did 
so misrepresent the law, which. it is said, was done by 
his reading a certain section from a law book, it was 
inadvertently done and with no intent to deceive.” The 
detail for the court is as follows: Col. Sydney W. Taylor, 
2d FA.

E. V. Sumner, jr., 2d U.S. Cav., 
while in command of a troop of Cavalry en route from 
Camp Overton to Camp Keithley on the Overton-Keithley 
road on the morning of Feb. 14 last. At a point about 
six miles north of Camp Keithley, known as the ‘Shutes,’ 
a party of about twenty hostile Moros had concealed 
themselves in the brush on the east side of the road, for 
the purpose of ambushing a detail of Scouts going from 
Pantar to Tiradores Hill, where an outpost is maintained 
during the day. His timely arrival about the time the 
engagement began, his prompt action, combined with good 
judgment, in assisting the detachment to disperse the 
outlaws, perhaps saved the entire detachment from 
destruction, and especially the lives of the two Scouts 
whe had been wounded.” 
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ARMY RELIEF SOCIETY. 


The tenth annual meeting of the Army Relief Society 
was held on April 27 at the home of Mrs. Daniel S. 
Lamont, in New York city. Officers for the following 
year were elected. With the exception that Miss Mar- 
garet Duryee takes the place of Mrs. Guy Howard as 
recording secretary, there are no changes. Mrs. Daniel 
S. Lamont is president; the vice presidents are Mrs. 
Emerson H. Liscum, Mrs. Leonard Wood and Mrs. 
James R. McKee, and Mrs. Henry Bischoff is correspond- 
ing secretary. The treasurer is Cornelius N. Bliss, jr. 

The treasurer’s report shows that the endowment fund 
now consists of $62,959, and efforts are being made to 
increase this to $100,000. In the last year $10,000 was 
donated for the educationa] and relief funds together. 
The society is supported by voluntary contributions, 
one-half the gate receipts of the Annapolis-West Point 
football game and the receipts from the yearly garden 
party on Governors Island. 

Forty new cases of children of needy soldiers who are 
educated by the society were reported at the meeting. 
The society now has over 2, members. Upon the 
recommendation of two Army officers, widows and chil- 
dren of soldiers are cared for. 

It was announced that, through the courtesy of Gen- 
eral Howe, the garden party would be held on Governors 
Island, as usual. 
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Major Edouard Lores, commander of the Rural Guard 
of Cuba, visited the War Department this week in con- 
nection with the decree df his government authorizing 
the purchase of ten thousand stand of arms for the 
Regulars and Rural Guard of Cuba. Some time ago 
the Cuban government wished to purchase the latest im- 
proved arms of this government. The War Department 
agreed to sell the Cubans some of the old-style weapons, 
but the islander desired the latest improved type, which 
could not be disposed of by the Department without the 
authorization of the United States Congress. This au- 
thorization has now been obtained by the recent passage 
of the Army Appropriation bill, which carried a para- 
graph extending this courtesy to the Cubans, and Major 
Lores has been in the National Capital as purchasing 
agent. He was presented to Secretary of War Dickin- 
son on April 28. The Rural Guard of Cuba does patrol 
duty throughout the island, being distributed in de- 
tachments of twelve men each. During the last three 
weeks there have been incipient outbreaks among the 
negro population of the island, and on April 23 a detach- 
ment of the Rural Guard and a battalion of Infantry were 
sent to Santa Clara. They immediately restored order 
by arresting the principals. Major Lores told the officials 
of the Department that such small outbreaks could be 
easily handled with the arms now in hand, but the island 
forces wished to be in a position of readiness for any 
contingency that might arise. He is quoted as having 
said that one reason for the desire of Cuba to be we 
armed and properly equipped is that she may give a 
good account of herself in case the United States went 
to war, for the Island Republic would like to be ready 
to assist this country. 
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The Hydrographic Bulletin, issued from the U.S. 
Hydrographic Office, Navy Department, Washington, 
D.C., as to observations of Halley’s comet and the pos- 
sible effect on the wireless telegraph and the compass, 
says: “It is possible that during the approach and reces- 
sion of Halley’s comet unusual electro-magnetic phe- 
nomena may occur. Electro-magnetic waves may be set 
up by electrical discharges or meteoric particles, in which 
case disturbances would be observed in the receiving ap- 
paratus of wireless installations. The maximum effect 
will be observed between the 16th and 20th of May, and 
particularly on May 18. It is requested that wireless 
operators pay particular attention to static effects dur- 
ing this period and note anything unusual. The occur- 
rence of meteorites should be logged by the watch officer, 
with details of time, size, direction and duration. The 
operator, hearing unusual noises in the telephone, should 
note the time and see whether there were any meteorites 
observed at that time; also the ship’s head and the di- 
rection of the antenne at the same time. As the com- 
pass may also be affected, a close watch should be kept 
for unusual deflections of the needle, noting their exact 
time, amount, whether periodical, ete. In addition to 
the above it is requested that all shipmasters who view 
the comet will inform the Hydrographic Office of the 
brightness of the object as compared with bright stars 
in the heavens, the angular length of the tail, comparing 
the length with the angular distance between bright stars 
near it, its form and color. To make these observa- 
tions it is suggested that shipmasters use their binocu- 
lars, spyglasses, or the low-power eyepiece of their sex- 
tants.”

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In carrying out the spirit of his recent circular on the 
necessity of taking more risks with under-water craft 
than formerly when the science of below-surface naviga- 
tion was more limited, the Secretary of the Navy has de- 
cided to give the first class at Annapolis, to be gradu- 
ated next June, the opportunity to learn the handling 
of submarines; and for this purpose the submarine tor- 
pedoboat Cuttlefish, belonging to the First Division, has 
arrived at the Naval Academy. The Viper and the 
Tarantula will arrive in about a week or ten days. They 
are the first submarine division of the Atlantic Fleet, 
and will operate in the vicinity of Annapolis for the 
summer. All are under the command of Lieut. Freder- 
ick V. MeNair. Daily drills in the manipulation of the 
vessels will be given to the first classmen. 
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Some of the Junior Wireless Club, of New York city, 
for whom George Hiram Mann is attorney, appeared 
before the Senate Committee on Commerce Thursday, 
April 28, in opposition to the pending bills to give the 
Government control of wireless telegraphy. The principal 
speaker was W. E. D. Stokes, jr., a lad of fourteen, in 
knickerbockers, accompanied by his governess. In con- 
cluding, he told the committee that there were from 
twenty-five thousand to forty thousand boys in the United 
States already interested in wireless telegraphy. He and 
his organization were willing to co-operate with the 
Government in any fair undertaking. “Let the Govern- 
ment establish its wave length and we will take an oath 
to kéep off the grass and help the Government in any 
way we can with our apparatus,” he said. 





Gen. T. H. Bliss, U.S.A., will be chief marshal of the 
parade in Washington, D.C., May 11, incident to the 
dedication of the statues of the Polish revolutionary 
heroes, Kosciusko and Pulaski. The column will include 
about 3,000 soldiers and about 4,500 Polish patriots. 
Col. Benjamin Alvord, A.G., will be chief of staff to 
General Bliss. The line will be composed of four divi- 
sions. The first division will comprise Regular troops 
from Washington Barracks and Forts Myer, Hunt and 
Washington, and three companies of bluejackets and a 
battalion of marines.

officer and gentleman, and his career, now so grievously -

His friends will mourn 
him as one whose broad sympathies and gentleness of 
heart, manifested especially to the younger officers with 
whom he came in contact, made him loved by all who 
knew him. If there be any comfort in the thought, his 
bereaved family has the consolation of knowing that the 
death of no other officer of the Army will be mourned by 
a wider circle of friends. His life may well be taken 
as a model for the American soldier.” 

Major Wellington G. Sprague, U.S.A., retired, who 
died * Denver, Colo., April 4, 1910, was born in Ohio, 
Dee. 18, 1839, and served through the Civil War as a 
private and corporal in the 1st Wisconsin Heavy Artil- 
lery and as a captain of the 1st U.S. Colored Infantry. 
He received the brevet of lieutenant colonel of Volunteers 
March 13, 1865, for gallant conduct before Petersburg, 
Va., and for general good conduct and meritorious sery- 
ices.

Inf., April 3, 1866; was transferred to the 34th Infantry 
in September of the same year, and to the unassigned 
list April 14, 1869. He was retired, with the rank of 
captain, May 21, 1870, for wounds in the line of duty,

He was born in Wash- 
ington, Ga., on May 26, 1835, and was graduated from 
West Point in 1857. He was a second lieutenant io 
the U.S. Corps of Engineers until May 1, 1861, when he 
resigned from the Army and entered the Confederate 
Army as captain of Engineers. He was on the staff of 
General Beauregard at Bull Run, and was chief of 
ordnance of the Confederate Army of Northern Virginia 
on the staff of Generals Johnston and Lee until Novem- 
ber, 1862. He was promoted to be colonel of Artillery in 
Longstreet’s corps, and later brigadier general of Az*??: 
lery. At the surrender at Appomattox he was Longstreet’s 
chief of Artillery. Since the war General Alexander’s 
life had been one of unceasing activity. From 1866 to 
1870 he was professor of mathematics and engineering 
at the University of South Carolina. Afterward he 
became interested in railroads, and had been genera! 
manager or president of several railroads, including the 
Central of Georgia, Louisville and Nashville and the 
Georgia Railroad and Banking Company. He published 
“Military Memoirs of a Confederate.’ He served as 
arbitrator in the boundary dispute between Costa Rica 
and Nicaragua until it was settled in 1900.

The following is published for the information and guidance 
of all concerned: 

1. There are received in the War Department many claims 
for damages to private property resulting from military oper- 
ations, including heavy gun practice at the seacoast defense 
forts. When it is clearly established that the damages claimed 
in any case have been caused by such operations, and the 
circumstances are such as to make it equitable for the United 
States to assume responsibility therefor, the amount of the 
damages having been determined and the claimant having 
filed a statement that he will accept the amount so determined 
in full of his claim, the amount ot the damages so determined 
will be included in an estimate submitted to Congress for an 
appropriation to cover such claims. In the absence of such 
appropriations, the Department is without authority to pay or 
settle such claims, 

2. The action of the Department upon such claims is based 
upon the evidence submitted by the claimant as to the nature 
of the damages; how they were incurred, and the cost of 
restoring the damaged property to its previous condition, sup- 
ported by the findings of a board of officers that has investi- 
gated the claim, or by a surveying officer when the appoint- 
ment of a board of officers is not practicable. 

8. To enable intelligent action to be taken upon claims of 
this nature it is requisite that the claimant submit a state- 
ment over his own signature setting forth all the facts and 
circumstances under which the damages charged for accrued; 
the nature and extent of the damages; the date they were in- 
curred, and the cost for repairs of the same, to be accompanied 
by such evidence as is available, and by a receipt for the pay- 
ment of the repairs, if they have been made, or an estimate of 
the cost thereof. ‘Ihe post-office address of the claimant will 
also be stated. 

4. The report of the board of officers or surveying officer 
investigating the claim should recite the circumstances under 
which the claim accrued; the date thereof; the nature and 
-extent of the damages, and whether or not they were due to 
pure accident, or to the fault of any officer or agent of the 
United States or any other person, or were the necessary 
result of military operations. The report should also cover 
the cost of restoring the property to the condition in which it 
was before it was damaged, deduction being made for any 
improvement in such restoration, and should conclude with a 
recommendation as to the amount which should be allowed 
and paid to the claimant for the restoration. ; 

5. Should the investigating board or the surveying officer 
require expert assistance to determine the nature of the 
damages and the cost for repairs, application will be made to 
The Adjutant General of the Army for the services of.an 
expert competent to advise the board or the surveying officer 
as to the matters under consideration. . 

6. Officers to whom claims for damages to private property 
are submitted will explain to claimants the method of deter- 
mining the award to be recommended, and that there is no 
appropriation or authority of law for the payment of such 
claims by the War Department, but that they can be paid 
only after appropriations have been made by Oongress for 
that purpose. All action taken toward determining the 
amount of damage to any property is for the purpose of 
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obtaining information to enable the Secretary of War to make 
proper recommendation to Congress, by which body only can 
be taken final action authorizing payment. 

7. Ne charges or estimates for improvements, changes, or 
additions to property should be included in any claim for 
damages, and if included will. not be allowed in the award 
recommended, but will be deducted from the amount claimed. 

8. The claimant will be advised in writing of any deductions 
made from his claim and the reasons therefor, and of the 
award to be recommended, and will be requested to state in 
writing whether or not he will accept the award, and, if he 
will not accept the award. to submit his reasons. His answer 
will be forwarded with the recommendations as to the award.

In the supplying of fresh provisions for the Navy it 
is thought there will be more satisfactory results as a 
consequence of the plan, to be put into operation with 
the approval of the Secretary of the Navy, by which 
contracts are to be placed every quarter, instead of 
annually, as heretofore. The competition will be con- 
fined to the dealers in the vicinity of the navy yards 
and stations at which the deliveries are to be made. 
Under the old system, firms submitting proposals have 
been obliged to anticipate the price of provisions for a 
whole year, and as the bids have been submitted in ad- 
vance of the fiscal year this anticipation has covered a 
longer period than even a year. Owing to the fluctuation 
in price, which in some of the articles has been great, 
speculation has been encouraged. The proposed reform 
is expected to do away with much of the annoyance to 
officers of the Department which developed out of the 
efforts of some contractors, who found they were certain 
to lose heavily through a turn in the market, to escape 
from the obligations of the contract, either through an 
endeavor to use influence or by furnishing articles not in 
accordance with specifications. Much vigilance and un- 
necessary work have been imposed upon inspecting

officers to protect the Service from such irregularities on 
the part of losing contractors, which, it is believed, will 
come to an end under the new rule. 





Brig. Gen. Arthur Murray, Chief of Coast Artillery, 
will inspect the defenses of the Gulf of Mexico and the 
Atlantic coast the coming summer. One of the new mine 
planters designed for fresh-water cruising has been placed 
at his disposal. Taking ship at Galveston, he will visit 
all the fortified ports on and near the Gulf and the 
Atlantic seaboard as far north as Portland, Me.

The Board on Infantry Equipment arrived in Wash- 
ington on April 26, but the equipment, shipped by 
express, did not arrive with them, and the demonstrations 
of the board have to await the arrival of the full equip- 
ment. The demonstrations will be made at Washington 
Rarracks, and will be witnessed by the first section of 
the General Staff. ‘The report of the board will not be 
formally passed upon and given out until the conclusion 
of the demonstrations.

The General Staff now have before them for consid- 
eration the revision of the Infantry Drill Regulation, 
recommended by the board consisting of Col. Joseph W. 
Duncan, 6th Inf.; Major Clarence E. Dentler, 23d Inf.;

before the new regulations can be finally substituted for 
the present regulations. 
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PRECAUTIONARY EXPENSES A REAL SAVING. 

One of the tritest arguments against adequate military 
establishments is the one which attempts to show that 
money spent on an army and a navy could be employed 
in a better way, and hence should not be used for mili- 
tary purposes. It usually assumes such shape as this, 
which we find in a Middle West newspaper: “Here are 
a few things the original cost of one battleship, without 
counting upkeep, would do: It would buy the proposed 
White Mountain forest reserve of 250,000 acres and 
plant it. It would buy fifty manual training schools and 
equip them with necessary appliances, teaching the rudi- 
ments of a trade to 75,000 young people every year. It 
would build a macadam road of approved construction 
between Chicago and New York. It would build two 
duplicates of the Congressional library at Washington, 
the finest building in the world. It would build forty 
Y.M.C.A. buildings and fully equip them, each building 
accommodating the young men in a city of 200,000.” 
The cry of the high price of food, which now arises 
from the humblest home and in the halls of Congress, 
would no more be heard in the land, suggests Mr. Will- 
iam P. Brown, president of the New York Central Rail- 
road, if we would stop building battleships and devote 
the cost of constructing and operating one “to the estab- 
lishing and fully equipping of two splendid experimental 
farms of 640 acres each in every state of the Union, such 
action being naturally followed by 160-acres farms owned 
and operated by the state in each county in the agricul- 
tural states.” 

It might be just as well to meet this sophistry now 
and dispose of its pretensions as a valid argument against 
military preparedness. 

There are many features of our social organization 
called society which are a dead loss so far as production 
is concerned, but which nevertheless must be maintained 
to protect or to make more effective the productive 
activities of communities. Such are the fire, the police, 
the hospital, the quarantine and the poorhouse systems of 
our society, not to speak of others. These are kept up to 
meet exigencies, to cope with such cases as when a man 
becomes a’ thief, as when a citizen becomes sick, or in 
material, as when a fire destroys a building. Whatever 
they are, the community deems it wise to provide against 
their arrival, and the experience of the ages has vindi- 
cated this wisdom. There would be a great “saving” in 
actual direct outlay if these municipal systems were 
abolished, but the saving would be only apparent, for 
in the long run society would be reacted upon injuriously. 

The quarantine system gives the best illustration of 
this. A quarantine establishment is kept up at great 
expense at such ports as New York, although for months 
no case threatening a serious epidemic may come under 
inspection. Of a sudden, an epidemic makes its appear- 
ance in some distant country. Ships carrying the infection 
arrive at a port. Consternation reigns in the city. Then 
the value of the great expense that has been going on 
for years showing but small results looms high. In some 
cases so important is the quarantine that the military 
are called out to enforce its authority. This was the 
case nearly twenty years ago when the steamship Nor- 
mania was held up by the New York quarantine officials 
and sent to Fire Island for isolation. ‘The fishermen 
of that section opposed the possible pollution of their 
waters, and sought to use force to keep the suspected 
passengers from their neighborhood. Troops of the 
National Guard had to be called out to support the orders 
of the health officer of the port. 

Immediate and constant results are not necessary to 
justify the existence of an institution. As we have 
shown in the case of quarantines, precautionary estab- 
lishments are essential to the security of a community, 
although they may seem year after year to “be eating 
their heads off.” Let us carry the quarantine illustration 
somewhat further. Let us imagine that out of the visita- 
tion of a plague like that of cholera or yellow fever 
there should arise a situation which would compel this 
nation to pay millions every year as a result of the 
scourge. Then the quarantine in non-plague times would 
take on a still greater importance, and no expense would 
be considered too great that would ensure immunity 
from its destroying hand 


The value of all precautionary establishments in a 


country is to be measured not by what returns they give 
daily, but ‘what ultimate security they ensure. Such 
precautionary institutions are the police, hospitals, fire 
department, etc., but the greatest of all are the military 
and naval establishments, for it is a safeguard not only 
against material losses from invasion, but against the 
destruction of nationality or the lowering of our national 
honor. Upon the integrity of a nation as a nation 
depend its industrial, commercial. financial and social 
activities, and this integrity is based upon either the 
unwillingness of other nations to attack it or upon its 
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ability to defend itself. Since the Golden Rule no more 
operates among nations than among individuals, it would 
be idle for a country to confide its destinies to the 
altruism of its neighbors and rivals, and it is just as 
necessary for it to train and employ men to defend the 
nation as for individuals to train and employ men called 
policemen to defend the individual from attack. 

Many men are living to-day who can recall the days 
of the volunteer firemen and the ridicule which greeted 
the first proposal to have a paid fire department. 
“What!” said its opponents, “hire men to sit around 
and wait for a fire to break out? Suppose it never breaks 
out? What fools we should be then for having spent 
large sums to train men to meet an emergency that never 
arose.’ But the wise men of that time saw that fires 
are inevitable and that true economy is that which aims 
to forestall and prevent. So to-day men who know 
human nature as it is know that war is inevitable; they 
see expressions of it in the daily struggle for existence. 
The fight for customers by the individual business man 
is simply on a small scale the nation’s struggle for 
wider markets, or the aggregate desire of all the business 
men of the country taken collectively for channels for 
the overflow of the stream of production. Hardly a day 
passes but news of a war or a threat of war is found 
in the daily newspapers. Just now it is two South 
American Republics that are glaring at each other and 
expressing a desire to eat each other up. 

The Army and the Navy of the United States may, 
then, properly be likened unto a vast quarantine against 
the plague of war, which may not invade our shores this 
year or the next, nor in twenty years, but which, if it 
should come and we were not prepared to meet it, might 
cause a loss in material property and in national honor 
that would make the cost of adequate armaments seem 
insignificant. Measured by the wealth, honor and happi- 
ness which can be secured only by them, an army and a 
navy are the most valuable of all precautionary institu- 
tions, and if they are administered with reasonable 
ecenomy they are cheaper than police, fire, hospital and 
quarantine systems all rolled in one.

PANAMA CANAL FORTIFICATIONS. 


The fortification of the Atlantic and Pacific terminals 
of the Panama Canal will be completed in three and a 
half years if Congress appropriates $4,0000,000 to start 
the work, according to an estimate sent to Speaker Cannon 
on April 28 by Acting Secretary of the Treasury Hillis, 
transmitting a letter from Secretary of War Dickinson. 
The limit of cost of this fortification work is not men- 
tioned, as the $4,000,000 is stated to be “toward” the cost 
of the genera] defense plan. The cost of acquiring land 
for sites is an uncertain factor in the estimates of the 
total cost of the works. 

“The Secretary of War,” says Mr. Hillis, “states that 
it was not practicable to submit this estimate when those 
for the construction of the Canal were submitted in the 
annual book of estimates for 1911, for the reason that 
it is based upon the report of a board of officers of the 
Army and Navy which has just been received.” 

The approval of the Panama fortification plans an- 
nounced by the Secretary of War occasions speculation 
as to which end of the Canal work will begin first. It 
is understood work will begin and continue on both coasts 
simultaneously. 

One of the chief features of the fortifications of the 
Panama Canal will be a new mortar, with which experi- 
ments are now being made and which, with decreased 
weight, will have a greatly increased range of effective- 
ness. This weapon, it is thought, will make the defenses 
practically impregnable, so far as an attack from the sea 
is concerned. The present type of mortar projectile 
weighs one thousand pounds, and has an effective range 
of ten thousand yards. The proposed projectile will have 
a weight of only seven hundred pounds, but its effective 
range will be 17,000 yards. The plans for fortifying 
the Panama Canal await only the approval of the Secre- 
tary of War before the work of construction begins. 

The Pacific end of the Canal will be protected from 
three small islands off the coast of Panama and by a bat- 
tery on the mainland. The Atlantic end will be protected 
by two fortifications on the mainland, one on each side of 
the Canal. On these fortifications will be mounted a 
sufficient number 14-inch disappearing rifles, many 
mortars and smaller batteries of 6-inch rapid-fire rifles. 
These defenses will be manned by the Coast Artillery 
forces, which will be wholly separated from the other 
troops, amounting to between four thousand and five 
thousand and divided among Field Artillery, Cavalry and 
Infantry, for which comfortable garrisons will be pro- 
vided on the higher ground along the banks of the Canal. 
From the Pacific end the fortifications could, in the time 
a hostile fleet would be traveling a nautical mile, throw 
60,730 pounds of steel against the sides of the ships. 
The mortar batteries at the same time could throw a 
total weight of 112,000 pounds of steel projectiles and 
could place on the hostile decks not less than 41,440 
pounds of steel, in accordance with the percentage of 
chances of shots reaching their targets. The closer ap- 
proach of the enemy would be met by the fire of the 
6-inch guns. At the Atlantic end 34,860 pounds of steel 
of the heavier projectiles would be placed on the decks 
or against the sides of the oncoming ships, while the 
mortars would be. throwing about 112,000 pounds of 
steel, giving 41,000 pounds as the likely amount that 
would find the decks of the enemy’s fleet. 

With the development of the searchlight, night attacks 





would be as dangerous as those of day, so that the only 
chance the enemy would have would be to await the 
uncertain protection of a fog. The mining of bays and 
other approaches to ports has reached a degree of per- 
fection, through the wider uses of electricity, that would 
make it extremely dangerous for a hostile fleet to attempt 
to enter the Canal approaches in a fog, while the heavy 
land troops would be counted on to check any attempt 
to move upon the Canal by landing:a force at some 
distance and out of range of the fortifications.

CONGRESSIONAL NOTES. 

Some time last fall the Secretary of the Navy recom- 
mended the abolition of the Bureau of Equipment. A 
bill was reported to this effect by the House Naval Com- 
mittee, and consideration was subsequently postponed, 
and a provision was inserted in the Naval Appropriation 
bill providing that the Secretary of the Navy could make 
use of the various appropriations contained in the Naval 
Appropriation bill interchangeably among the different 
bureaus. This provision was stricken out on the floor on 
a point of order. The Secretary of the Navy appeared 
before the Committee on Naval Affairs on April 29 to 
explain that unless some such provision was passed this 
year he would be compelled to appoint a head of the 
Bureau of Equipment and to restore completely to its 
jurisdiction the appropriations withdrawn from its con- 
trol at a little over a year ago. For an hour and twenty- 
five minutes on Friday Secretary Meyer discussed with the 
committee the urgent need of some legislation at this ses- 
sion to enable him to carry out his reorganization plans. 
The net result was the passage of a resolution offered by 
Macon, of Georgia, which authorizes Chairman Foss to 
confer with Chairman Perkins, of the Senate, with a 
view of having the last provision in the House bill 
which went out on point of order restored in the Senate. 
This section provides for interchange of appropriations 
between bureaus. Secretary Meyer insisted that, by the 
ruling of the Attorney: General, the act does not give 
him authority to carry out his reorganization plans. 
As to the bill pending in the House abolishing the Bu- 
reau of Equipment, the Secretary said that this would 
give him a free hand to demonstrate the merits of his 
plans. If this bill does not pass the Secretary de- 
clared that the President and the Department should be 
informed, as it is important to select a new chief of 
bureau. Chairman Foss replied that it was impossible 
for him to state authoritatively what Congress would 
do, but in his opinion the bill would not be passed at 
this session. Mr. Hobson engaged in a spirited con- 
troversy with the Secretary. He suggested that the 
Secretary is putting a new construction on the Attor- 
ney General’s decision. Hobson argued that the Secre- 
tary has as much authority to carry out his reorganiza- 
tion scheme now as he had when he put it in effect. 
Mr. Hobson also spoke against the resolution, as he 
thought the Senate would resent any attempt by the 
House Committee to dictate to it. 

Secretary Meyer will appear before the Senate Naval 
Committee on Tuesday and speak on the increase of 
the Navy provision of the appropriation bill. He may 
also be asked to talk on reorganization. 

Capt. Roy C. Smith, author of the details of the Naval 
Personnel bill, will appear before the House Committee 
on Naval Affairs on Tuesday, May 3, and take up the 
hearings upon the measure. On account of his comprehen- 
sive knowledge of the details of the bill, Captain Smith 
was assigned to the task of proving to the House Com- 
mittee that the passage of the bill will not result in a 
great increase of the pay for the Navy. As has been 
indicated in the communications sent to the committee 
from the Department, Secretary Meyer and Captain 
Smith are of the opinion that the opponents of the bill 
have magnified the increase of cost of the Navy that 
would result from the passage of the Personnel bill. They 
do not think that the increase would be more than tem- 
porary, and not amount to more than $100,000. Captain 
Smith was at the Capitol on Friday ready to. appear 
before the committee, but the session was devoted to the 
hearing by Secretary Meyer. 

The House Military Committee held only one meeting 
this week, adjourning from Tuesday, April 26, until 
Tuesday, May 3. No general legislation was taken under 
consideration, as a quorum was not present. From now 
until the close of the session it is not probable that the 
committee will hold more than one session a week. 
Chairman Hull is now in Iowa engaged in a bitter fight 
for re-election. He is one of the leaders of the regular 
Republicans in Iowa, and his time will be taken up not 
only with his own campaign, but the state-wide contest 
between the regulars and insurgents for the control of 
the party. On this account Representative Prince, of 
Illinois, will probably be acting chairman during the 
rest of the term. By the present progress of legislation 
on Calendar Wednesdays the Military Committee will 
not be reached for at least two weeks. Then Acting 
Chairman Prince will bring up for consideration the 
Volunteer Officers Retired List bill (H.R. 18899). Mr. 
Prince will make a strong fight for the passage of the 
measure, and is of the opinion that he has more than 
enough votes to send it to the Senate after a short dis- 
cussion. Over in the Senate the measure will have a 
loyal advocate in Senator Warner, of Missouri. After 
it passes the House Senator Warner will ask the Senate 
Committee to report it out immediately. Hearings on 
the measure have already been conducted by the Senate 
Committee, so that it is thought that it will not be neces- 





sary for the committee to consume much time in the 
consideration of the measure. 

The Young bill (H.R. 7117) for an increase in the 
U.S. Engineer Corps will come up Monday in the House 
as unfinished business. It will be a privileged matter, 
and Mr. Young is confident that there will be no serious 
opposition to its passage. There are a few advocates in 
the House of legislation which place the river and harbor 
work in charge of a civil board of engineers, but they 
are in the minority, and no amendment looking to this 
end will pass the House. The bill, in its present form, 
is regarded by the river and harbor advocates and the 
friends of the Army as an absolutely necessary piece of 
legislation. The section of the bill. which provides that 
the Engineers shall be paid from River and Harbor 
funds when they are engaged exclusively on River and 
Harbor work is looked upon as a special favor by the 
members of the Military Committee. At the same time, 
it is not objectionable to the River and Harbor advocates. 
They are willing that the pay of the Engineers should 
be taken from the River and Harbor appropriations. 

The Senate Military Committee on April 29 favorably 
reported 8. 1941, which changes the designation of pay- 
master’s clerks to paymaster’s assistants and warrants 
them as such. The report quotes from Senate Report 
No. 968, Sixtieth Congress, in urging the passage of the 
measure,

The ecenomy steaming competitions have effected a 
saving of large sums of money to the Government in coal 
bills in the last year, under the system worked out under 
the direction of Lieut. Comdr. W. R. White, who left 
the Bureau of Navigation in Washington on April 28 to 
become senior engineer officer of the U.S.S. Utah. Dur- 
ing the first half of the fiscal year 1910 the vessels of 
the Navy used 350,296 tons of coal. Compared with ihe 
previous year this represents a saving of 56,578 tons. 
Since December the average coal consumption of all 
vessels of the Navy per knot run at a given speed has 
further decreased five per cent., and the average mileage 
per gallon of lubricating oil has increased eight per cent. 
On the U.S.S. Kansas there has been a continuous im- 
provement, aggregating twelve per cent., and the Kansas 
now leads the battleships in economy of coal consump- 
tion. The port coal consumption of the three scouts has 
decreased eleven per cent. The most notable improve- 
ment on any vessel in the fleet was in the Missouri, 
where the amount of coa] per knot under way was de- 
creased twenty-five per cent., and the amount of coal 
used daily in port was decreased thirty-five per cent. 
On the return trip of the fleet from Guantanamo the 
speed was 12.4 knots, as against 11.5 going down, and, 
although the ships had been several months longer out of 
dock, the increased speed returning was maintained for 
about 150 tons less coal daily than was consumed going 
down. The saving in the first half of the year was partly 
due to a decrease in the amount of cruising, although the 
latter Was to a great extent counterbalanced by a con- 
siderable increase in the average sped. The U.S.S. New 
Hampshire uses the least lubricating oil in port, while 
the Montana has used the least make-up feed water.

Following quickly upon the announcement of the selec- 
tion of Colonel Bixby as the next Chief of Engineers has 
come the exchange of stations by Col. Frederic V. Abbot 
and Lieut. Col. Edward Burr. Colonel Abbot has served 
as assistant to the Chief of Engineers at the War De- 
partment for the last ten years, and on account of the 
high regard in which President Taft held that officer’s 
grasp of his duties, as revealed to him by close personal 
contact with his work while Secretary of War, it had 
been believed that Colonel Abbot would be promoted to 
be Chief of Engineers. He was transferred to Washing- 
ton in 1900, and in Boston, where he has now been 
assigned, he will have charge of the public works in that 
vicinity. During the Spanish War Lieutenant Colonel 
Burr served as lieutenant colonel of the 2d U.S. Volun- 
teer Regiment, Engineers. In 1901 he went to Washing- 
ton Barracks, and remained there till 1906. Since then 
he has been in Boston. Under his present orders he will 
become the principal assistant to the Chief of Engineers 
at the War Department. Colonel Burr’s thorough mastery 
of detail is well known in the Service, and will maintain 
the high standard of efficient administration which 
marked the decade of Colonel Abbot’s work in Washing- 
ton.

It has been decided by the War Department to send 
the two companies of Coast Artillery, stationed at Fort 
Schuyler, to Corregidor, Fort Mills, Philippine Islands, 
by July 1. It is also the intention of the Department 
to despatch twenty companies of Coast Artillery to Cor- 
regidor in the effort to make that point a sort of Gibral- 
tar of the Far East. It will be welcome news to many 
of the men of the Coast Artillery who long have been 
wishing for foreign service that a score of their com- 
panies will be sent across the Pacific Ocean. Much 
work has already been done at Corregidor to add to its 
natural strength and to the fortifications made by the 
Spanish engineers. The companies selected for duty at 
Corregidor so far are the 42d and 138th at Fort Mott 
and the 11th and 18th at Fort Schuyler.

DECISIONS OF THE COMPTROLLER. 


The Comptroller overrules the action of the Auditor in 
disallowing a claim for $10.52, expended by Col. W. W. 
Robinson, jr., Q.M., U.S.A., on account of Brigadier 
General Carter, covering the period from Dec. 1 to 15, 
1908. He says: “It appears from General Carter’s 
statement that on completion of his duties at Washing- 
ton, and at the termination of his twenty days’ leave, he 
returned to Chicago, arriving there on or about Dec. 6, 
1998: that he remained at said place, going over the 
ynfinished business of his administration with General 
Grant. his successor, until Dec. 11, 1908, when he de- 
parted for Omaha, Neb. his new station. General 
Carter, I think, was entitled to a reasonable time to close 
un his affairs after the arrival of General Grant at 
Chicaco, and, under the circumstances appearing, IT do 
not think his stay there after his successor came was 
unreasonable. T am of opinion that there should be no 
disallowance of forage, bedding and shoeing furnished 
General Carter’s horse in the period from Dee. 1 to 15, 
1998, at Chicago.” 

Following the decision in the case of Roosevelt vs. the 
United States. the Comptroller says: “In accordance 
with the decisions of the court in the above cases, the 
claimant (Capt. H. J. Kirshinger, U.S.M.C.) is not 
entitled to any increased pay by reason of his appoint- 
ment, Jan. 6, 1904, as quartermaster of the 2d Regiment 
of Marines.” 

The appeal of the administrator of the estate of Capt. 
John Pope. ir.. U.S.A.. for longevity pay is dismissed on 
the ground that the letter of the Auditor denying the 
claim was not properly a settlement: hence no appeal 
lies. A similar decision is given in the case of former 
Lient. William F. Morris, 9th U.S. Inf. ; 

The Comptroller decides that Paymaster’s Clerk Henry 
Guilmette, U.S.N., is not entitled to pay based on five 
vears’ continuous pay because his continuous record was 
broken by his resignation of Nov. 1, 1909. his reappoint- 
ment taking place ten days later, and his status then 
being that of civil life. 
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WAR DEPARTMENT DECISIONS. 


Certificate of merit in case of Corpl. John Malone, 
ATth Co., Coast Art. Corps—Above granted for the sav- 
ing of the life of a comrade from drowning at Fort 
Washington, Md., Feb. 6, 1910. 

Are members of Coast Artillery School detachment 
eligible for requalification as gunners?—A review of the 
law. orders and regulations governing in the premises 
clearly indicates that the detachment is not a part of 
the Coast Artillery Corps and has never been so con- 
sidered by the War Department, and it is held that the 
members thereof are not entitled to requalify as gunners. 
Privilege to qualify as expert riflemen, sharpshooters or 
mar-smen has been denied members of other Service 
school detachments. 
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DIVISION OF MILITIA AFFAIRS, W.D. 

The nomination by the Governor of an officer of the 
Militia to attend the Army Service Schools must be 
accompanied by a certificate of a medical officer showing 
the phvsieal condition of the nominee and a certificate 
as to his good moral character and preliminary educa- 
ticeel eualifications. : 

The provision of law under which leaves are granted 
to members of the Militia who are civil service employees 
of the Federal Government, while engaged in the per- 
formance of military duties, onlv applies to the members 
of the District of Columbia Militia, and Congressional 
action will be necessary to extend this to the Militia of 
the several states and territories. 








THE ASSAULT ON THE LIGHTHOUSE BOARD. 
(From the N.Y. Herald, April 26.) 

The lighting and buoying of,our great coast lines and 
inland waters are the admiration of seamen and owners 
the world around, for nowhere are these difficult mari- 
time duties administered with higher intelligence, effi- 
ciency and economy than by the personnel of our light- 
house establishment. Its governing board is and for 
years has been made up of experienced naval and mili- 
tary officers and of a few civilians. The service is mili- 
tary in character and its discipline and methods are 
based on naval practices and traditions. 

Despite the success attained for more than a_ half 
century a desperate effort is being exerted to get rid of 
these trained officials and to turn over a purely maritime 
establishment to a civilian control. A _ bill containing 
such provisions passed the House in January last, largely 
through the persistency of Mr. Mann, of Illinois ;_ but it 
was held up by the Senate committee. This did not 
satisfy the instigators of the measure, and so the House 
Committee on Interstate Commerce has now reported the 
same drastic provisions as a rider to the omnibus Light- 
house bill. It is said that the House, misinformed as 
it has been and misled by false quotations of the views 
of Mr. Taft and of Secretary Nagel, may pass this bill. 
and if this be true the House will be repeating an action 
fraucht with the most serious consequences to the navi- 
gating interests of the world.

THE SIXTY-FIRST CONGRESS. 


SECOND (FIRST REGULAR) SESSION. 

The Senate on April 28 passed S.J. 94, for the reap- 
pointment and court-martial trial of former Cadets 
Rossell, Weaver, Booker, Crane, Fortner, Lefebvre, 
Devore and Dunmore, of the U.S. Military Academy. 
The report of the Senate Military Committee said, 
in part: “The evidence before the Military Com- 
mittee shows that these cadets were dismissed from the 
Military Academy without any trial, without opportunity 
to know what particular offenses they were charged with 
or of presenting witnesses in their own behalf. It is 
perfectly clear to us that some of them were not guilty, 
and that others were guilty of trivial offenses that should 
not have been visited with this harsh punishment. It is 
contrary to our ideas of fair play and contrary to the 
proper administration of justice. As the law and regula- 
tions stood when these cadets were dismissed, the punish- 
ment in every case of hazing was dismissal, without 
reference to the fact whether it was accompanied by‘ 
brutality or was, entirely harmless. The joint resolution 
does nothing more than to give these young men an 
opportunity to be tried before punishment, under the 
provisions of the bill recently passed by the Congress 
requiring a court-martial to be had in all such cases and 
authorizing the punishment, when found guilty, to be 
responsive to the gravity of the offense. It authorizes 
the President to reappoint these young men as cadets, 
and thus enable them to submit their cases to a court- 
martial, and such as are shown to be innocent or guilty 
of no serious misconduct to be restored or the punishment 
graded to the offense.” An effort was made on April 22 
to rush this bill through the Senate by unanimous con- 
sent, but the bill was sent to the calendar to take its 
turn. 

The bill (S. 2777) enacted this week for the creation 
of the Glacier National Park, in Montana, sets apart 
1,400 square miles, through the eastern portion of which 
runs the main range of the Rocky Mountains. It con- 
tains about fifty glaciers, 250 lakes and a large number 
of streams. Mountain goats, big-horn sheep, grizzly bear, 
black bear, deer, elk and moose inhabit this proposed park 
in great numbers, as well as a great variety of birds and 
fish. If protected, the big game will eventually furnish, 
in the overflow, a tempting supply of legitimate game for 
sportsmen for all time to come. Without this protection, 
it will not be long before those animals will become 
practically extinct throughout that region. In confer- 
ence committee the House receded from its objections 
to the provision whereby rights of way might be acquired 
through the valleys of the North and Middle Forks of 
the Flathead River for steam and electric railways, 
within the Glacier National Park; also the provision to 
allow the U.S. Reclamation Service to enter upon and 
utilize for flowage or other purposes any area within the 
park which might be suitable for the development and 
maintenance of a reclamation project; also the provision 
that no lands within the limits of the park to be created 
should be used as a basis for indemnity selection. 

In the Senate on April 26 the committee’s provision of 
a $50 pension for the widow of Gen. O. O. Howard, 
U.S.A., was increased, on motion of Senator Smoot, of 
Utah, to $100. Other widows were voted amounts as 
follows: Rear Admiral B. F. Tilley, U.S.N., $40; Lieut. 
Col. Charles G. Ayres, U.S.A., $40; Capt. Charles G. 
Sawtelle, U.S.A., $30 and $2 additional for minor child. 

In the Senate on April 26 the Pension Appropriation 
bill was reported, carrying $155,000,000 for pensions, 
being the amount appropriated for this item in the 
House. The Senate Committee, however, once again 
refuses to adopt the House action of reducing the 
number of pension agencies from eighteen to one, and the 
paragraphs relating to these, as carried by former bills, 
have been restored. 

In response to a Senate resolution calling for a report 
as to “the various Militia organizations which took part 
in the Civil War, as shown by the records of the War 
Department,” the Secretary of War reports that there 
were relatively but few Militia organizations that, as 
such, were in the military ‘Service of the United States 
during the Civil War, whereas there were many Militia 
organizations that took part in that war as state troops 
and subject to state control, although some of them were 
placed by the state authorities under the command of 
United States officers for brief periods, and perhaps all 
of them may be regarded as having co-operated with U.S. 
troops to a greater or less extent, regardless of whether 
they were under the command of United States officers 
or not. The War Department has records of those 
Militia organizations that were mustered or otherwise 
accepted into the military Service of the General Govern- 
ment, but of the many Militia organizations that took 
part as state troops. not mustered or otherwise accepted 
inte the military Service of the General Government, 
and consequently not rendering muster rolls, returns or 
reports to the War Department, the Department has 
few records. 

In adversely reporting S. 7057, for the relief of Pay 
Dir. Worthington Goldsborough, U.S.N.. the Senate 
Naval Committee append the views of the Navy Depart- 
ment, from which we quote: “Pay Director Goldsborough 
has already been advanced one grade on the retired list 
since the date of his retirement. and no reason is known 
why he seeks further advantage in the matter of advance- 
ment not accorded his brother officers. who would have 
equal claim to similar Icgislative preferment; nor is it 
perceived whv the date of advancment thus sought should 
be fixed at the date given in the bill, some seven years 
prior to the enactment of the law that has already given 
him one increase of rank and pay. The bill authorizes 
the appointment of this officer in the grade of rear ad- 
miral. althongh he is a member of the Pay Corps and 
not of the line to which the grade of rear admiral per- 
tains. So that the measure as drawn would have the 
effect of taking the beneficiary out of the Corps in which 
he has nassed his entire naval service and placing him 
in the line. of which he has never been a part. The 
object of this procedure is neither understood nor ap- 
proved. The Department is opposed to all private and 
special Iegislation. unless in specially meritorious cases. 
for the benefit of individnals to the exclusion of others 
in the same category, and strongly recommends adverse 
action on this measure, the proposed beneficiarv of which 
has already been the recipient of Congressional reward.” 

BILL TO APVANCE CIVIL WAR VETERANS. 

A memorandum submitted to the Senate on April 21 

by Mr. Dick in explanation of S. 1984, to regulate the 


retirement of certain veterans of the Civil War, says: 
“By a_ provision contained in the Army Appropriation 
Act, approved April 23, 1904 (38 Stat., 264), provision 
was made for advancing officers of the Army, below the 
grade of brigadier general, with Civil War records. one 
grade above that held by them at the time of retirement, 
the object being to give some recognition of the services 
of the old Civil War veterans. The act limited its 
provisions to officers retired on account of wounds or 
disability incident to the Service, or on account of age 
or after forty years’ service. This limitation excluded 
from the benefits of said act a few officers who were 
retired on their own application after thirty years’ serv- 
ice under the provisions of Section 1243 of the Revised 
Statutes, a very unjust and unreasonable discrimination 
against a very worthy class of officers whose services 
were long and distinguished. Reference is had to the 
case of Col. James Oakes. Colonel Oakes entered the 
Military Academy July 1, 1842, and graduated therefrom 
July 1, 1846. He served with great credit all through 
the Mexican War, and during the Indian wars between 
1850 and 1860. He was twice wounded, once through 
the right lung, from the effects of which he has ever 
since suffered. At the outbreak of the Civil War Presi- 
dent Lincoln appointed Colonel Oakes a brigadier gen- 
eral, but he declined the appointment for the fear that 
his health, incident to his wounds, would not permit him 
to take active service in the field. Still, he served all 
through the Civil War and up to April 29, 1879, when 
he was retired at his own request, under the provisions 
of Section 1248 of the Revised Statutes. Colonel Oakes 
is now in his eighty-fourth vear. Many of these officers 
served on the active list for thirty-five years and upward, 
one of whom, Capt. Stephen O’Connor, having served 
thirty-nine years nine months and twenty-seven days, and 
with all that service is only a captain. There are but 
few of these officers, all of whom are above threescore 
and ten, or closely approaching it, and it will not be 
long until they will have all passed beyond the ‘Gren: 
Divide,’ and it certainly seems appropriate that Congress 
should give some recognition of their Civil War services, 
as was done in the case of other officers under the Act 
of April 23. 1904, many of whom have much less active 
service, and some of whom served but a few months 
during the Civil War.” The amount required to pay 
increase in grade under Senate Bill 1984 is estimated to 
be a total per month of $1,846.25, or $22,155 per 
annum. The officers who would he promoted by the 
enactment of this bill are- Cols. J. M. Bacon. Jas. Oakes, 
A. P. Morrow, G. M. Brayton. G. G. Huntt, F. L. Town.

Since the bill was intro- 
dneed Lient. Col. Myles Moylan and Major F. M. H.

The House on April 23 voted pensions to the widows 
of the following officers: Lieut. Comdr. Charles Laird, 
U.S.N., $40; Major Edward H. Browne, U.S.A., $35: 
Major Charles F. Kieffer, U.S.A., $30. 

The Hovse on April 28 passed a resolution reported 
from the Committee on Insular Affairs as a substitute 
for a somewhat similar resolution recently introduced by 
Representative Martin. of Colorado, calling upon the 
War Department to inform the House concerning certain 
alleged land deals in the Philippine Islands, with special 
reference to the sale of the so-called friar lands to the 
Sugar Trust. 

The House Naval Committee favorably report H.R. 
14760, to place Lieut. Comdr. James H. Reid, T.S.N., on 
the retired list with rank of commander. This is the 
same as S. 7906, introduced this week in the Senate. 

Favorably reporting H.R. 4301, to amend the Act of 
1890, “for the relief of soldiers and sailors who enlisted 
or served under assumed names while minors or other- 
wise in the Army or Navy.” the committee say: “During 
many years subsennent to the War of the Rebellion a 
large number of bills were introduced in Congress asking 
for relief in cases where men had enlisted in the Army 
or Navy under assumed names. In most cases this had 
been done innocently by the persons enlisting. without 
realizing the difficulty of correcting the record thereafter. 
Tn snch cases relief was granted by snecial legislation. 
In 1890 a general act was passed giving relief to all 
soldiers and sailors who had enlisted or served under 
assumed names, while minors or otherwise, in the Army 
or Navy during the War of the Rehellion, except in cases 
where the name had heen assumed to cover a crime or 
fo avoid its consequences. In the Spanish War and in 
the Philipnine Insurrection a considerable number of 
men, for one reason or another, enlisted under assumed 
names. This was especially trne of those of foreign 
birth who had long names. difficnlt of pronunciation. 
Many of these are now seeking relief, and it is deemed 
wise by the committee to recommend the amendment of 
the Act of 1890 so as to include soldiers and sailors who 
enlisted or served nnder assumed names in the war with 
Spain or the Philippine Insurrection.” 

The House Military Committee, to whom was referred 
the resolution (H.J. Res. 189) authorizing the Secretary 
of War to accept the title to any lands which may be 
donated to the United States which, in his opinion, may 
be a suitable place for maneuvering, encampment, rifle 
and Artillery ranges, and convenient for assembling 
troops from the group of states composed of Kentucky, 
Tennessee, Mississippi, Alabama, Georgia, Florida, North 
Carolina and South Carolina, recommend that it be 
amended by inserting after the word “place” the words 
“and large enough.” 

The House Committee on Military Affairs, to whom 
was referred Senate Bill 1021, having considered the’ 
same, report recommending that it be amended by strik- 
ing out all after the enacting clause and inserting in lieu 
thereof the following: “That any officer of the Medical 
Reserve Corps who shall have reached the age of seventy 
years and whose total active service in the Army of the 
United States, Regular or Volunteer, as such officer, and 
as contract or acting assistant surgeon. and as an enlisted 
man in the War of the Rebellion, shall equal forty years, 
may thereupon, in the discretion of the President, be 
placed upon the retired list of the Army with the rank, 
pav and allowances of a first liewtenant.” 

Favorable report was made in the House April 26 on 
H.R. 24256, amended to read: “That commissioned 
officers of the Navy and Marine Corps on the retired list 
whose rank has been or shall hereafter be advanced by 
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operation of or in accordance with law shall be entitled 
to and shall receive commissions in accordance with such 
advanced rank.” ‘The report was similar to that on S. 
1025,: noted below. ; 

The House Military Committee favorably reports S. 
1025, to authorize commissions to issue in the cases of 
officers of the Army retired with increased rank. A 
similar bill was passed by the Senate in the Forty-ninth 
Congress, and another in the Sixtieth Congress. The 
latter Measure was passed by the House also, but with 
an amendment making it applicable to the Navy and 
Marine Corps officers retired with increased rank. In 
conference the amendment was amended to include 
Revenue Cutter Service officers. The bill, as finally 
passed and submitted to the President, was returned by 
him without approval. The objection made to the bill was 
that it would give to officers retired with increased rank 
seniority over officers then of a lower grade, but who 
were their seniors prior to their advancement in rank, 
and would further make them permanently senior to such 
officers while the latter remained on the active list. The 
committes is of the opinion that the pending bill does 
not and cannot affect the rank of any officer. 

A bill introduced in the House by Mr. Weeks, of 
Massachusetts, places all migratory birds under the pro- 
tection of the Government. 


NAVAL RESERVE PERSONNEL BILL. 


In a letter to the chairman of the House Naval Com- 
mittee Secretary Meyer encloses extracts from the report 
of the committee which framed the Naval Reserve Per- 
sonnel bill. ‘They say: 

“In time of war the main reliance of the Navy 
for the trained men of this number must be upon the 
men now in civil life who have served two years or more 
in the Navy and who have been discharged with recom- 
mendation for re-enlistment. To these may be added 
men, seafaring or otherwise, who, by the nature of their 
callings, may be fitted in some special branch for service 
afloat. Since 1900 43,051 men entitled to re-enlist have 
been discharged from the Navy. There are no satistics 
available as to re-enlistment prior to 1905, but if the 
same average percentage is assumed to be correct for the 
years prior to 1905 as has prevailed since that year 
the total re-enlistment since 1900 is about 21,800, leaving 
ahout 21,000 trained men now in civil life available for 
enrolment in a naval reserve. It is believed that a large 
percentage of these men would respond to a call in case 
war were threatened, but the Navy is not kept in touch 
with them and their actual number and whereabouts are 
unknown to the Navy Department. There are other 
classes of men who have not had service in the Navy, 
but who would be of value in the naval reserve. Some of 
these have had sea experience, such as marine engineers, 
firemen, stokers and seamen of the merchant marine; 
others are without experience at sea, but from the nature 
of their callings as electricians, telegraphers, machinists 
and artificers of various trades, or as firemen and en- 
gineers of stationary plants they would be useful at once 
upon taking their places on board ship. There is also a 
considerable number of men who have served for some 
vears in the naval militias of the several states, but are 
now discharged. From the men in these several classes 
mentioned many might be enrolled in a reserve, and their 
services thus be made promptly available upon the out- 
break of war. 

“It is not believed practicable, at least at the 
present time, owing to the great extent of the country 
and the daily occupations of the men, to exact as a con- 
dition of enrolment that the officers and men of the 
reserve shall agree to report for periodical drills. It is 
helieved possible, however, to secure an efficient reserve 
in which there would be a large enrolment of men for 
whom an annual period of drills would not be a necessity, 
and that the exaction of such a drill period as a condi- 
tion of membership is not, therefore, required. Such 
periodical drills would, however, be of great value in 
keeping trained men up to their work and in preparing 
untrained men for service on. board ship, and should be 
provided for to the greatest extent practicable short of 
heing made a condition of enrolment. Certain induce- 
ments, such as the payment of a small annual retainer, 
the right to wear the uniform on certain occasions, the 
privilege of wearing with plain clothes a distinctive 
button to be furnished by the Navy Department, and the 
knowledge that the organization to which they belong is 
a part of the Navy, will probably make enrolment attrac- 
tive. * * * Tt is believed that pay during service, 
and allowances for travel and uniforms, will serve as 
further inducements to cause a considerable number of 
enrolled men to avail themselves voluntarily of such 
opnortunity for drill as the Navy Department may be 
able to provide.” 

The text of the bill is as follows: 

H.R. 24942, Mr. Foss, of Illinois—To provide for a re- 
serve of personnel for the United States Navy and Marine 
Corps and for its enrollment. That for the purpose of se- 
curing an adequate addition to the personnel of the regular 
naval establishment of the United States in time of threat- 
ened or actual war, a reserve for the Navy, to be known as 
the U.S. Naval Reserve, is hereby created by the voluntary 
enrollment of able-bodied male citizens of the U.S. who are 
or who have been employed in a seafaring life and from those 
other male citizens of the U.S. who, in the opinion of the 
Secretary of the Navy, may be deemed well adapted for the 
naval service: Provided, That all persons enrolled in the 
Naval Reserve shall agree to respond to a call by the Presi- 
dent for service in the Regular Navy in time of war or when 
war is threatened. 

See. 2. That enrollment in the Naval Reserve shall be for 
a period of five years, and shall be made in such manner as 
may be directed by the Secretary of the Navy, who is hereby 
empowered to make the necessary rules and regulations for 
the enrollment, discharge and re-enrollment, and for the ad- 
ministration of the said Naval Reserve: Provided, That no 
person shall be first enrolled who is over 40 years of age, 
and that persons who are between the ages of 40 and 45 
years may enroll, but the enrollment of all persons in the 
Naval Reserve shall terminate upon their reaching the age 
of 45 years. 

Sec. 3. That those enrolled in the Naval Reserve shall be 
subject to service in the U.S. Navy at the call of the Presi- 
dent of the U.S., who shall have power, in his discretion, to 
call into active service any or all of the Naval Reserve in 
case of war or when war is threatened, for a limited period, 
to be determined by the President, not to exceed two years. 

Sec. 4. That members of the Naval Reserve may voluntarily 
enter active service for such drills, exercises, or instruction 
as the Secretary of the Navy may prescribe, for periods not 
to exceed one year at any one time, during which period 
they shall be subject to the same articles, rules, regulations. 
and discipline, and receive the same pay, allowances, and 
privileges as the officers and men of the Navy of like rank 
or rating, but no such pay, allowances, or privileges shall 
he in excess of those for the period of duty actually per- 
formed by such officers and men; and the Secretary of the 
Navy is hereby authorized to provide and furnish such nec- 
essary allowance of uniform and subsistence, either in money 
or in kind, and such actual travel expenses as he may pre- 
scribe, to officers and men of the Naval Reserve who per- 





form active service, and the Secretary of the Navy is further 
authorized to provide for the service in time of peace 
officers and men of the Naval Reserve on board ships of the 
Navy. 

Sec. 5. That the U.S. Naval Reserve shall consist of— 

First. Line officers, not to exceed 50 per centum of the 
commissioned line officers of the Regular Navy, to be enrolled 
in the grades of lieutenant, lieutenant (junior grade), and 
ensign, of whom not more than 25 per centum shall hold the 
rank of lieutenant, and the number of lieutenants and lieu- 
tenants (junior grade) shall not together exceed 50 per 
centum, and the remainder shall be ensigns: Provided, That 
officers who have resigned from the Regular Navy with a 
higher rank than that of lieutenant shall be enrolled in the 
Naval Reserve in the rank held in the Regular Service at 
the time of resignation, the numbers in such higher ranks 
to be deducted from the number of lieutenants: And _pro- 
vided further, That the enrollment of line officers shall be 
limited to—(a) Officers who have resigned from the Navy 
in good standing within ten years. (b) Graduates of the 
Naval Academy who have never been commissioned, but who 
have left the Service in good standing within ten years. (c) 
Cfficers of the mercantile marine, yachtsmen, and other sea- 
faring men who hold masters’ certificates for seagoing ves- 
sels. (d) Naval Militia officers who have served four years 
in the said militia and who have been honorably discharged 
within ten years. 

Second. Medical officers to be enrolled in the grade of as- 
sistant surgeon, with the rank which assistant surgeons of 
the Regular Service have upon entry, under the same pro- 
visions in all respects, except as may be necessary to adapt 
the said provisions to the Navy, as those providing a medical 
reserve for the Army and as set forth in the Act to increase 
the efficiency of the Medical Department of the U.S. Army, 
approved April 23, 1908. 

Third. Pay officers, not to exceed 50 per centum of the 
commissioned pay officers of the Regular Navy, to be en- 
rolled in the junior grade of the pay corps with the rank 
which such incumbents of said junior grade have upon entry 
in the Regular Navy. 

Fourth. Warrant officers, not to exceed the number of 
machinists in the Regular Navy, to be enrolled from marine 
engineers of experience as machinists in the Naval Reserve. 

Fifth. Petty officers and men, not to exceed 50 per centum 
of the total authorized enlisted strength of the Regular Navy, 
to be enrolled from—(a) Men who have been or who may 
hereafter be discharged from the Navy with recommendation 
for re-enlistment. (b) Seafaring men of the merchant marine. 
(c) Honorably discharged men of the Naval Militia who haye 
had not less than two years of service in the Naval Militia. 
(d) Artificers, and men of special callings, who by their 
oecupations are adapted to the naval service. 

Sec. 6. That promotion of officers up to the rank of lieu- 
tenant in the Naval Reserve shall be under such regulations 
as the Secretary of the Navy may prescribe: Provided, That 
for eminent and conspicuous conduct in battle or extraor- 
dinary heroism, officers of the Naval Reserve by reason of 
the provisions of this section may be advanced one grade in 
the Naval Reserve, but no‘officer thereof shall hold a higher 
rank than that of. commander except as provided by See. 5 
of this act. 

See. 7. That officers of the Naval Reserve shall have their 
names borne in the Navy Register, and officers of the Naval 
Reserve commanding private vessels under the United States 
flag shall be permitted to fly a Naval Reserve burgee of such 
design and under such regulations as the Navy Department 
may prescribe, and such burgee shall not otherwise be flown 
from any vessel. This privilege, and that of continuing to 
wear the uniform, may be extended to ex-officers of the Naval 
Reserve whose connection therewith has been terminated 
because of the age limit. 

Sec. 8. That officers of the Naval Reserve, when called 
into active service in time of war or when war is threatened, 
shall be nominated by the President and. by and with the 
advice and consent of the Senate, shall be commissioned as 
officers of the Regular Navy for service during war as acting 
officers in such grades not above the grade held in the Naval 
Reserve as may be determined under regulations to be pre- 
seribed by the Secretary of the Navy: Provided, That officers 
who have resigned from the Regular Navy with a higher rank 
than that of lieutenant shall be commissioned in the grades 
held by them in the Navy at the time of their resignation. 

Sec. 9. That in time of war or when war is threatened the 
Secretary of the Navy shall issue to machinists of the Naval 
Reserve, who are called into active service, warrants as act- 
ing machinists in the Navy. 

See. 10. That upon being called into active service in 
time of war, or when war is threatened, petty officers and 
_ of the Naval Reserve shall be regularly enlisted in the 
Navy. 

Sec. 11. That every petty officer and man enrolled in the 
Naval Reserve shall be entitled to an annual compensation 
of $10, which shall be paid at the expiration of each year 
of enrollment, provided he shall have reported to the Navy 
Department in.conformit with such rules as the Secretary of 
the Navy may prescribe. 

See. 12. That every officer and man enrolled in the Naval 
Reserve shall be furnished by the Navy Department with 
such certificate of enrollment as the Secretary of the Navy 
may prescribe. 

Sec. 13. That the Secretary of the Navy is hereby au- 
thorized to provide and issue to every person enrolled in the 
Naval Reserve a distinctive button which may be worn with 
civilian dress. 

Sec. 14. That the Naval Reserve may wear such uniform, 
at such times and under such regulations, as may be pre- 
seribed by the Secretary of the Navy. 

Sec. 15. That all officers, petty officers, and enlisted men 
enrolled in the Naval Reserve shall be exempt from service 
in the Organized Militia and from jury duty in the Federal 
courts. 

Sec. 16 appropriates $250,000 for expenses. Provided, 
That the officers and men of the Naval Reserve shall be paid, 
when on duty, from the ‘‘pay of the Navy,’’ and the cost 
of their subsistence and transportation shall be paid from 
the regular annual naval appropriations therefor. 

Sec. 17. That the voluntary enrollment of non-commis- 
sioned officers and privates as a reserve for the U.S. Marine 
Corps is hereby authorized, not to exceed 50 per centum of 
the authorized enlisted force of the Marine Corps, to be 
enrolled from non-commissioned officers and privates who have 
been, or who may hereafter be, discharged from the Marine 
Corps or from the U.S. Army with recommendation for re- 
enlistment, or equivalent recommendation, in like cases, in 
the same manner, with the same relative conditions, and 
under the same provisions of law as are hereby or may here- 
after be established for the enrollment of petty officers and 
men as a reserve for the U.S. Navy. 

Sec. 18. That any officer or man enrolled in the Naval or 
Marine Corps Reserve may, except in time of war or when 
war is threatened, terminate his connection with said reserve 
at any time by giving notice thereof to the Navy Depart- 
ment: Provided, That no part of the annual retaining fee 
shall be paid for fractions of a year. 

Sec. 19. Gives members of the Naval or Marine Corps Re- 
serve the benefits of our pension laws.

NAVAL APPROPRIATION BILL. 


Awaiting the return of Senator Hale from Hot 
Springs, Va., the Senate Committee on Naval Affairs has 
been marking time during the past week. No amend- 
ments of any consequence have been agreed to, and will 
not until the Senator is in his place at the committee 
table. He has asked that the sections for the increase 
of the Navy be not passed upon until] he returns, and his 
wishes will be regarded on account of his long service 
on the committee. 

The Senate Naval Committee has under consideration 
a resolution asking for the correspondence between the 
Secretary of the Navy. the Paymaster General and the 
Attorney General regarding the naval supply fund. This 
correspondence, it is said, will develop some interesting 
facts concerning the system of accounts k-ypt by the Navy 





Department. The Attorney General has rendered a deci- 
sion to the effect that the present system of accounting 
is illegal. By law, he maintains, the limit of the og 
fund is $2,500,000. There is, it is said, now in the fund 
$9,592,569.60 in excess of the amount authorized by law. 
It is urged by some of the members of the committee that 
a provision should be inserted in the Naval Appropriation 
bill or a separate bill should be passed which will legalize 
the carrying of the present amount of general stores in 
the supply fund. 

If any effort is made by the Senate to legalize the 
present system of accounting, by which a larger supply 
fund is maintained, the House Naval Committee will 
take a hand in the legislation by proposing an amendment 
by which any stock drawn from the fund shall be charged 
to the bureau which uses it. The majority of the House 
Committee do not object to the size of the fund, but 
insist that the bureaus should be charged with that 
which they draw from it. Any other system, the House 
Committee insists, is unbusinesslike, and makes it im- 
possible to secure reliable estimates of the cost of the 
different features of constructing ships. 

Incidentally, the much discussed reorganization ques- 
tion is involved in the naval supply fund problem. The 
friends of the Newberry plan insist that unless a system 
of accounting is maintained by which the bureaus are 
charged with the stock which is drawn from the naval 
supply fund it will be impossible to determine definitely 
just what is being accomplished by the Meyer plan of 
organization. On this account the Newberry advocates 
are anxious to see a system of accounts kept by the Navy 
which will show exactly what is spent by each of the 
bureaus. It is understood that Paymaster Rodgers, who 
appeared before the Senate Naval Committee this week, 
advocated this scheme of accounting. The Senate Con- 
mittee has not yet decided to print his testimony nor 
the correspondence between the Paymaster General, the 
Secretary of the Navy and the Attorney General. It is 
nnderstood that a majority of the committee is not dis- 
posed to open the question on the floor of the Senate, 
fearing that a general discussion of the controversy 
might endanger the naval program. However, Senator 
Hale may insist upon threshing out the matter and make 
some motion on the floor of the Senate which will bring 
up the issue. It is thought that the Senate Committee 
is delaying action upon the matter until the Senator 
has had an opportunity to express himself in the com- 
mittee. Some of the members of the committee think 
after they have talked the subject over with the Senator 
from Maine a compromise can be reached by which the 
matter can be passed without friction in the Senate and 
prevent an opening of the reorganization controversy 
in the House.

The accompanying five diagrams show graphically the 
present condition of the line of the Navy and of the 
Medical Corps, Pay Corps, Construction Corps and 
Marine Corps. ‘ 

The horizontal scale in each diagram shows the 
“graduating classes.” or the “entering dates,” as the case 
mav be. 

The vertical scale shows the actual numbers 





in each 
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class, or date (exclusive of extra numbers and former 
engineer officers), as taken from the Navy Register of 
Jan. 1, 1910. 

Figure 1, the line, shows also a dotted curve with 
suitable numbers in the classes to give the proper normal 
proportions of H.R. 22319. That is, the total of all the 
classes as shown by the dotted curve is approximately 
the same as the total of the actual numbers as shown by 
the irregular line. ‘The elbow in the dotted curve 
shows the point at which retirements are begun to re- 
duce the excess in the higher grades. 

A comparison of the full and dotted lines shows the 
abnormal features of the present Navy list. There is a 
“hump” at the head of the list. a “hump” at the foot of 
the list, and a “trough” in the middle. The provisions 
of the bill will eventually produce a normal curve similar 
to the dotted curve of this diagram. This will be brought 
about by stopping the abnormal variation in the size of 
the entering classes and by making the classes propor- 
tionate to the needs of the Navy. 

Figure 2 shows the personnel of the Medical Corps. 
It is on the whole less irregular than the line or any 
other staff corps. The small average size of the dates 
above 1888 ensures a reasonable promotion, with few 
or no compulsory retirements for several years to come. 

Figure 3, the Pay Corps, shows an abnormal list with 
a very much depleted top. For a period of ten years, 
from 1882 to 1892, there were no entries. There will be 
few or no compulsory retirements until the grade of pay- 
master is filled by the comparatively large dates that 
entered in the years following the Spanish War. 

Figure 4, the Construction Corps, is somewhat ab- 
normal, but not to a degree to present any difficulty in 
promotion. There will be few or no compulsory retire- 
ments for several years to come. 

Figure 5, the Marine Corps. is unique in its irregu- 
larity. From 1876 to 1890 there are only two dates 
represented, 1883 and 1884: whereas the three dates of 
1899, 19C0 and 1909 represent fifty-five per cent. of the 
strength of the Corps. These large dates will go safely 
through the grade of captain, but will give trouble on 
arriving at major. A proviso limiting the numbers of 
compulsory retirements in any one year would help to 
smooth out this difficulty. It would apply in abnormal 
eases, but would ordinarily remain inoperative. 

The features of the bill (H.R. 22319) that make the 
line, the above staff corps, and the Marine Corps vary 
uniformly with each other, and that limit the rate of 
increase and decrease in any given year, will prevent 
absolutely in the future the occurrence of abnormal con- 
ditions similar to those shown in certain of these 
diagrams.

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NAVAL MILITIA BILL. 


The friends of H.R. 17759, the Naval Militia bill, 
published on page 598, our issue of Jan. 27, 1910, are 
not in favor of the Naval Reserve Personnel bill (H.R. 
24942). published in another column, as they consider 
it antagonistic to their own bill. The Naval Militia 
officers are anxious that their organization should 
form a reserve for the Regular Navy. The passage of the 
Naval Reserve bill as recommended by the Secretary 
would, in the opinion of the Naval Militia officers, 
weaken their organization and prevent them from receiv- 
ing the recognition from Congress that they expect will 
result from the passage of the Militia bill. The Militia 
bill, in their opinion, is only the foundation for future and 
more complete Naval Militia legislation. The more ex- 
perienced and conservative Neval Militia officers realize 
the weakness of the organization and that a strong Naval 
Militia cannot be built up in a year or two, even if the 
Militia bill should become a law. What they desire is to 
concentrate all of the efforts to create a reserve for the 
regular Navy under the Naval Militia organization. This 
they think would be prevented by the passage of the 
Department’s Naval Reserve Personnel bill. ' 

We have heretofore published reports of the hearings 
before the House Naval Committee on the Naval Militia 
bill. In a second hearing on April 22 Assistant Secre- 
tary Winthrop appeared for the Navy Department, and 
Comdr. J. M. Mitcheson, Pennsylvania, president of the 
National Naval Militia Association, and Comdr. S. W. 
Stratton, District of Columbia, on behalf of the Militia. 
The principal point of difference is Section 5 of the 
Militia bill, which involves the question of rank. The 
bill, as modified by the Navy Department, provides that 
the Secretary of the Navy shall hold examinations pre- 
vious to enrolment and that the Naval Militia officers 
shall be enrolled in the Navy in that rank which they 
have shown themselves fitted to hold. Under the bill 
prepared by the Naval Militia, if they should come in 
as the Naval Militia and. be taken in with their organi- 
zations, or if they had not taken the examination and 
had not qualified themselves for a rank in the U.S. 
Navy. then they would hold their state commissions in 
the Service, and they would have the authority or com- 
mand of their Militia rank over all subordinates whether 
in the Militia or in the Regular Navy. 

The Militia representatives insisted that, for what 
they admitted in answer to a question were sentimental 
reasons, the Militia should come into the government 
service with their Militia rank. being given. however. 
only such duty as they were fitted for. Commander 
Mitcheson said: “If they were not competent for work 
of a high grade they would have to be detailed to either 
waiting orders or recruiting duty or something else that 
they could well perform, releasing and making available 
for duty in the battleship fleets officers of the Regular 
Service. 

“Mr. Padgett: In other words, you would retain his 
title and rank of captain, and in order not to deprive 
him of that rank you would give him frill work that 
would carry the rank but not the essence of the work? 

“Commander Mitcheson: Yes, sir; assuming that he 
was a man who, for some reason should not, or the tyne 
of man who would not, prefer to apply for his commis- 
sion under Section 20: but what you call frill work is 
work, and has to he performed in any case by someone.” 

The following colloquy occurred : 

“Mr. Rutler: This organization would be known as 
the Naval Reserve if this bill should nass? 

“Mr. Winthrop: No, the Naval Militia. 

“Mr. Butler: You spoke of a naval reserve. Is that 
another organization? 

“Mr. Winthrop: Yes, sir. to be organized, which shall 
consist generally of men who have been honorably dis- 
charged from the Navy, who shall be enrolled and shall 
receive a certain amount annually for enrolment. 

“Mr. Butler: Why would it not be possible to combine 
the two? 


nas Winthrop: I doubt whether that would be pos- 
sible. 

“The Chairman: One is a state organization and the 
other is a national organization. 

“Mr. Winthrop: Yes. Then, another thing; the Naval 
Reserve would be in a great many states where they 
would not have any Naval Militia. I think you would 
have to consider them as separate organizations.” 

Mr. Winthrop also objected seriously to Section 20 
of the Militia bill. He said: “You see that provides for 
an enrolment of men entirely outside of the Naval 
Militia, with which the Militia has nothing to do at all; 
it provides for the examination of men who have been 
in the Regular Navy or who have been in any military 
school or college of the United States Government ‘or 
shall have graduated from or pursued a course of study 
at any educational institution to which an officer of the 
Army or Navy has been detailed as superintendent or 
professor pursuant to law, after having creditably pur- 
sued the course of military instruction therein provided.’ ” 

In reply to a suggestion that the Naval Militia prob- 
ably did not care at all for this section, Commander 
Mitcheson replied: “We consider it the most important 
provision in the bill.” Mr. Winthrop insisted that it 
was a matter entirely out of the jurisdiction of the Naval 
Militia, and not, germane to the bill at all.

. ATLANTIC FLEET. 


The elementary target practice of the Atlantic Pleet 
on the Southern Drill Grounds has been completed, and 
the vessels of the fleet are dispersing to their home navy 
yards. 

The battleship Connecticut, flagship of the Atlantic 
Fleet, arrived at the New York Navy Yard April 28 to 
undergo repairs. The Nebraska and the Rhode Island 
are also due at the yard this week for the same purpose. 

The order of excellence in daylight target shooting of 
the Atlantic Fleet during the spring practice just con- 
cluded, as reported by Admiral Schroeder, by ships is as 
follows: Idaho, New Hampshire, Virginia, Mississippi, 
Wisconsin and Minnesota. A despatch from Admiral 
Schroeder from the Connecticut on April 27 said: 
“Elementary target practice Missouri and First Division, 
except Vermont, completed last night. Other ships will 
probably complete practice before midnight. The 
Louisiana, Potomac and Patuxent ordered to remain 
drill grounds to conduct experimental towing of target 
rafts, thence proceeding to navy yard, Norfolk. Missouri 
proceeding to Hampton Roads to-day to obtain boats, and 
proceeds to Boston immediately, Connecticut and Kansas 
proceeding to navy yards at New York and Philadelphia 
respectively, 1 p.m.,:April 27.” : 

While the final computations reduced to their most 
delicate and final analyses have not been made, the com- 
parisons of the speed trials held by all the vessels of the 
Atlantic Fleet are sufficiently worked out to show the 
U.S.S. Louisiana to be the swiftest of the vessels in 
the fleet. When the Louisiana, under the command of 
Capt. Albert G. Winterhalter, joined the fleet of Guanta- 
namo early in March, the Connecticut held the honors 
for speed among ships of her class, having maintained a 
speed of 19.025 knots per hour for four full hours. Due 
to errors in the calculations, the speed of the Louisiana 
was announced recently as 18.924 knots per hour, but 
revision and correction of:errors have shown that the 
actual speed was 19.08 knots, which is much in excess 
of the speed made on the ship’s acceptance trials held by 
the contractors in 1906. 

At daylight April 22 the Atlantic Pleet continued 

target practice from forty to eighty miles off shore: 
nearly completed firing of all 8 and 12-inch guns, trong 
wind from northwest made sea rough and choppy, and 
delayed practice owing to difficulty for repair parties. 
Rain in forenoon; afternoon clear. Scores excellent; 
highly satisfactory. All divisions returned to stations 
and anchored at 10 p.m. The fleet finished fleet target 
practice April 23 and engaged in night target practice. 
Scores were high, surpassing expectations. 
_ Rear Admiral Schroeder reports that the fleet engaged 
in target practice with 3-inch guns during entire night 
of Saturday, April 23, at a position from forty to seventy 
miles off shore. The targets were illuminated by the 
searchlights of the firing ships. The completion of prac- 
tice may be delayed, due to difficulties experienced by 
repair boat in working alongside the target hulls at night 
in choppy sea. The work of the gun crews and pointers, 
under the trying conditions, was highly satisfactory. 
Much interest is taken in the practice by all concerned, 
and the competition between the ships’ crews is keen. 
The men detailed to board the sea-swept target rafts to 
repair the targets performed that duty in a daring and 
seamanlike manner. Many officers and men were on deck 
during the entire night. Sunday, April 24, a strong 
southeasterly wind raised a rough and choppy sea, 
causing much difficulty in repairing target hulls for 
further night firing. The Apache, while proceeding on 
April 24 from the Norfolk Yard to the target ground 
with much needed target material for the fleet, returned 
to Hampton Roads, her master reporting by wireless that 
the heavy head seas caused her deck and bulkhead to 
work, rendering it unsafe to proceed. 

Rear Admiral Schroeder, in a report on April 26, 
says: “On Sunday, April 24, the fleet was at anchor 
forty miles off shore during the entire day. No night 
target. practice was held on the night of the 24th, on 
account of the non-arrival of the necessary target 
material for one division and because of the damaged 
condition of the target hull of another division. The 
target hull, which was working and which threatened 
to break up, was sent inside Sunday afternoon, and an 
additional target hull arrived from the Norfolk Navy 
Yard the same afternoon. A preliminary computation 
of the scores for day firing show that the Idaho, New 
Hampshire, Virginia, Mississippi and Wisconsin are the 
leading ships.” 

On April 27 the Admiral reported that on the night 
of April 25 the fleet held no target practice, owing to the 
prevailing stormy and thick weather, accompanied by 
heavy rains, which rendered it dangerous to fire on ac- 
count of not being able to see passing vessels.

VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 


While no reports of an alarming nature have been 
received from officers of the U.S. Asiatic Fleet, still, as 
a matter of precaution, the Navy Department has deemed 
it wise to increase the naval force in Hu-Nan. The 
gunboat Villalobos has gone up the river to Hankow to 
join the cruiser Cleveland. The Wilmington, Callao and 
Samar, all light draft boats suitable for service on the 
shallow Chinese rivers, have just arrived at Amoy and 
will be held in readiness for a call, while the collier 
Nan-shan is available at Shanghai. 

The U.S.S. Mayflower and the despatch boat Dolphin, 
of the Washington station, and the scout cruiser Salem, 
at Boston, have been ordered to the Southern Drill 
Grounds, off the Virginia Capes, for target practice in 
combination. The Dolphin left Washington on April 27 
for Hampton Roads, and the Mayflower follows on April 
30. These two vessels will return to Washington in time 
to permit their crews to take part in the ceremonies 
attending the unveiling of the statues of Kosciusko and 
Pulaski on May 11. 

The U.S.S. Massachusetts was placed in commission 
at the navy yard, New York, on April 28, 1910. In the 
presence of Rear Admiral Eugene H. ©. Leutze, com- 
mandant of the yard, and the ship’s crew, Capt. Burns 
igh Walling, captain of the yard, read the orders placing 
the vessel in the hands of Comdr. Carlo B. Brittain. 
Besides Commander Brittain, other officers assigned to 
the Massachusetts include Lieut. Comdr. Emmet R. Pol- 
lock, Lieut. Comdr. Earl P. Jesson, Lieut. William R. 
Sayles, jr.. and P.A. Paymr. Harold W. Browning. 

The torpedoboat destroyer John Mayrant, the third of 
the five vessels of its type, was launched April 23. She 
was named by Miss Norvelle Adams, of Jackson, Migs., 





a great-great-granddaughter of John Mayrant, who, as 
midshipman, was with John Paul Jones, and distinguished 
himself‘ in the battle between the Bon Homme Richard 
and the Serapis. The John Mayrant is similar to the 
torpedoboat destroyers Smith and Lamson. She has a 
length over all of 293 feet 10 1-2 inches, and her ex- 
treme beam is 27 feet and trial draft 8 feet 4 inches. 
The contract speed is thirty knots. She will have a 
battery of five fourteen-pounder semi-automatic guns of 
.50 calibers in length, three forty-five-centimeter deck tor- 
pedo tubes, and two small automatic guns. 

The U.S.S. Decatur was placed in commission at the 
Naval Station, Olongapo, P.I., April 22, 1910. 

The court of inquiry, composed of Rear Admirals 
Barker, Davis and Bradford, met at the navy yard, 
Washington, D.C., on Apri] 28, to investigate the charge 
that the condition of the U.S.S. Marietta on her return 
to Portsmouth, after a tour in Central American waters, 
showed that she had been neglected, and to ascertain the 
responsibility, if any, of Comdr. Frank K. Hill, U.S.N., 
the commanding officer, in the matter. The sessions of 
the court are held behind closed doors. 

The following nomenclature is adopted for boats in the 
U.S. Navy driven by power other than steam, and will 
be strictly adhered to in all official] communications: The 
barge of a flag officer will be known as a “motor barge.” 
Service type launches built for heavy duty, and speed 
and semi-speed boats, will be known as “motor boats.” 
being designated aboard ship as the “first,” “second,” 
or other “motor boat.” in accordance with the system 
followed for other boats. Sailing launches with aux- 
iliary power engines will be known as “motor sailing 
launches.” Double-ended power boats. whaleboat tyne, 
will be known as “motor whaleboats.” Power dinghies 
will be known as “motor dinghies.’”” Power dories will 
be known as “motor dories.” In correspondence about 
these boats, the length of the boat will be stated, as is 
now the custom with other boats. 

On recommendation of Rear Admiral Giles B. Harber, 
commanding the Pacific Fleet, letters of commendation 
have been issued by Secretary Meyer to four bluejackets 
of the cruiser Maryland who risked their lives to save 
the ship from destruction at the time of the boiler tube 
explosion on that vessel on April 12. while returning 
to San Francisco from target practice. The heroes 
are J. Bruce, chief water tender: J. Hausen, chief ma- 
chinist’s mate. and M. F. Grimes and B. Glynn, water 
tenders. Admiral] Harber, in his recommendation, said: 
“The sudden discharge of the contents of a steaming 
boiler through two four-inch holes is a terrifying sight, 
and, in my opinion, the coolness and presence of mind 
displayed by the men deserve the recognition of the 
Department.” 

A school of sea lions has been reported in Galveston 
ship channel, Tex., between the government jetties, by 
Captain Prendergast, of the U.S. dredge Galveston. 
There is no record of these animals having been seen 
in those waters before.

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BILLS BEFORE CONGRESS. 


S.J. Res. 95, Mr, Lodge (by request).—Providing for the 
printing of the statistics of the cost of wars in all countries, 
from July 4, 1776, down to date, including the expenses of 
the nations and states as well as of municipalities, and other- 
wise; amount paid for pensions, for hospitals and retreats; 
of property destroyed and damaged in such wars, on land 
and sea; cost of maintaiping armies and navies in time of 
peace; indirect expenses and damages by such wars to the 
health and prosperity of each nation; number of killed and 
wounded and disabled on each side; statistics to be classified 
and summarized by expert statisticians; said volume or vol- 
umes to be distributed, in the discretion of Congress, in this 
and other countries, if practicable, prior to the next In- 
ternational Peace and Arbitration Congress of the nations.

ment, to be known as the Department of Public Health. 

H.R. 24828, Mr. Hanna.—Establishing a Department of 
Public Health under the supervision of the Secretary of 
Public Health, who shall be appointed by the President a 
Cabinet officer, by and with the consent of the Senate, at a 
salary of $12,500 per annum, with like tenure of office of 
other Cabinet officers. That all departments and bureaus be- 
longing to any department, excepting the Department of War 
and the Department of the Navy, affecting the medical, 
surgical, biological, or sanitary service, or any questions rela- 
tive thereto, shall be combined in one department, to be 
known as the Department of Public Health. 

H.R. 24875, Mr. Mann.—Providing for a Public Health 
Service. That the Public Health and Marine Hospital Serv- 
ice of the United States shall hereafter be designated the 
Public Health Service, and all laws pertaining to the Public 
Health and Marine Hospital Service shall hereaiter apply to 
the Public Health Service, and all regulations made under 
laws for the Public Health and Marine Hospital Service shall 
apply as regulations to the Public Health Service until said 
regulations are amended, added to, or rescinded. 

H.R. 24876, Mr. Mann (by request).—Within one year 
from the passage of this Act, to create in the Department of 
Commerce and Labor a Bureau of Health, which shall per- 
form the functions now exercised by the Public Health and 
Marine Hospital Service and the Division of Foods and Drugs 
of the Bureau of Chemistry, and in general all such acts as 
it may lawfully perform in order to protect and improve the 
public health. 

H.R. 24877, Mr. Mann.—To authorize additional aids to 
Navigation in the Lighthouse Establishment; attached to this 
bill as Sec. 4 to 13 is the provision for turning over the 
duties of the Lighthouse Board, heretofore under direction 
of naval officers, to the Department of Commerce and Labor 
under a new ‘‘Bureau of Lighthouses.’’ 

H.R. 24883, Mr. Fairchild.—Amending Sec. 13, third proviso, 
Act of March 3, 1899, to read ‘‘Sec. 13. That all officers, in- 
cluding warrant officers, active or retired, who have been or 
may be appointed to the Navy from civil life or while serv- 
ing in the Navy, except as midshipmen, shall, on the date of 
appointment, be credited for computing their pay with five 
years of service: Provided, That the officers or warrant off- 
cers heretofore appointed who are hereby credited with five 
years’ constructive service shall receive the credit of the 
same in computing their pay from the date of the passage 
of this act.’’ 

H.R. 24884, Mr. McGuire—That if any officer or enlisted 
man who served 9 Odays or more in the Army or Navy of the 
United States during the late war with Spain and the Philip- 
pine Insurrection, and who has been honorably discharged 
therefrom, has died, or shall hereafter die, leaving a widow, 
such widow shall, upon due proof of her husband’s death, 
without proving his death to be the result of his Army or 
Navy service, be placed on the pension roll from the date 
of her filing of application therefor under this Act at the rate 
of $12 per month during her widowhood, and $2 per month 
for each minor child of such officer or enlisted man, under the 
age of 16 years, and such pensin shall be paid such child 
or children until they reach the age of 16 years: Provided, 
That in case a minor child is insane, idiotic, or otherwise 
permanently helpless, the pension shall continue during the 
life of said child or during the period of such disability. 

H.R. 24946, Mr. Tirrell.—On and after July 1, 1910, it 
shall be unlawful for any person, company or corporation to 
sell or deal in beer, wine, or other intoxicating liquors in 
any branch of the National Home for Disabled Volunteer 
Soldiers. Any violation of this Act shall be deemed a mis- 
demeanor, punishable by a fine of not less than $100 nor 
more than $500. That no appropriation shall be made by 
Congress to any branch of the National Home for Disabled 
Volunteer Soldiers, not to any state or territorial soldiers’ 
home in whose buildings or upon whose grounds intoxicating 
liquors are authorized or permitted to be sold.

Wood was gowned in white lace, spangled in silver and em- 
broidered with roses. She wore diamonds and carried a large 
bouquet. The couple stood under the old battle flag of Col- 
onel Wood’s former regiment. Memorial Hall was comfort- 
ably filled with the officers and ladies of the post and many 
guests from New York, Philadelphia, West Chester, Washing- 
ton and Atlantic City. A pleasant interruption to the dancing 
was the singing of ‘‘Tenting To-night.’’ 

Three anniversaries were celebrated in one by this dance, 
the year 1910 marking the completion of Colonel Wood’s 
sixty-fourth year, his forty-eighth year of service in the Army 
and the fortieth anniversary of his marriage. Colonel Wood 
was one of the youngest officers in the Union Army during 
the Civil War, having enlisted as a private in the 17th Penn- 
sylvania Cavalry when but fifteen years of age. As a ser- 
geant he was taken prisoner and confined in Castle Thunder 
at Richmond for some time. After his exchange he took 
part in the celebrated Kilpatrick raid and was soon after ap- 
pointed a first lieutenant. Lieutenant Wood took a brilliant 
part in the battle of Dinwiddie Court House. He performed 
the duties of regimental adjutant from September, 1864, until 
the mustering out of the regiment in June, 1865, when he was 
appointed mustering officer of the 2d Provisional Pennsylvania 
Cavalry. In August, 1865, this regiment was mustered out. 
In the spring of 1866 a commission was offered Lieutenant 
Wood as an officer in the Regular Army, but he preferred 
to go through the Military Academy, an instance of rare 
good judgment in so young a man. He took a competitive 
examination for West Point, and although he had not attended 
school for three years, was successful in a class of sixteen 
competitors. He was graduated in June, 1870, standing sixth 
in a class of fifty-eight, chose the 8th Cavalry and was sta- 
tioned for a time in New Mexico. He was soon ordered back 
to West Point as instructor in French. For a time he was 
aide-de-camp to General Schofield, and also joined his troop 
in the Geronimo campaign. With short intervals, when he 
rejoined his regiment, he was on duty for a number of tours 
at West Point as assistant professor of French or of Spanish. 
In 1892 he was appointed professor of modern languages at 
the Military Academy. Colonel Wood will be much missed 
at West Point when he retires on Sept. 17, 1910.

G.O. 53, APRIL 22, 1910, U.S. MARINE OORPS. 

1. Of the expeditionary brigade sent to Panama and Nic- 
aragua in December last, eight enlisted men, within two 
months from the date of departure from the United States, 
had to be surveyed for flat-foot. Because of this condition, 
they were unable to do ordinary guard duty, and could not 
have accompanied their respective detachments on the march, 
nor have participated in any other arduous service that might 
have been required. 

2. While the physical defect above mentioned should have 
been detected on examination for enlistment, if it then ex- 
isted, it is quite possible that it may have been acquired since 
enlistment; and it is evident that, had the men concerned 
been required to engage in practice marches at their home 
stations, said defect would have been discovered, and men 
physically so deficient would not have been sent into the 
field. 

3. It is therefore directed that hereafter, whenever prac- 
ticable, practice marches be held regularly at all posts; said 
marches to be of such frequency, and the details of men 
therefor to be so made, that each member of the command 
will participate in a practice march at least once in two 
weeks. The initial march shall be of such length as may, 
in the opinion of the commanding officer, be necessary; sub- 
sequent marches to be lengthened until the men become well 
**hardened.’’ 

4. Incident to these practice marches, the officers and men 
shall, in the discretion of the commanding officer, be given 
instruction in map making, map reading, the service of se- 
curity and information and in estimating distances. 

5. If the detachment available for this service be not equal 
in size to a small company, such detachment shall neverthe- 
less be exercised and instructed as above set forth; such 
officers as may be available being also detailed, and being 
employed to conduct estimating distanee drill and other in- 
structions, as outlined in the preceding paragraph. 

6. Practice marches shall be conducted, throughout the 
year, unless, in the opinion of the commanding officer, the 
weather be so hot, cold or otherwise inclement as to endanger 
the health of the members of the detachment.

The best showing the 13th N.Y. has made this season in 
vmory functions, in the opinion of those who have witnessed 
them all, was the review by Gen. James McLeer, retired, held 
in honor of the veterans of the regiment, at the armory on the 
night of April 23. A very large and enthusiastic audience 
present, who applauded the reviewing officer and the 
veterans, and a number of the evolutions performed by the 
regiment. 

The command was promptly formed with the usual three 
battalions of four companies of twenty-four files each, in line 
of masses, after which General McLeer, with an honorary 
staff of six, entered the drill hall escorted by Colonel Davis 
and staff.

Both in the review, and the parade under Major George W. 
Rodgers, which followed, the regiment made a fine showing, 
the men, with very few exceptions, preserved great steadiness. 
At the conclusion of the review, the 6th Company was pre- 
sented with the Taylor trophy for the highest general aver- 
age in armory rifle shooting, the 8th Company with the 
Barnes trophy for armory rifle shooting, teams of twelve men, 
and the 2d Company with the Veterans trophy for the best 
attendance.

Upon the invitation of President Reginald S. Doull, of the 
Defendam Association of the 22d N.Y., Capt. W. S. Conrow, 
of the latter command, gave an interesting talk on experiences 
in the Philippines to the members of the Association at the 
armory on the night of April 22. Captain Conrow, who 
served as an officer of the 43d U.S. Volunteers in the Philip- 
pines, and later as an official under the civil government, told 
of the organization of the regiment, the voyage from San 
Franciseo, and the difficulties troops had to contend with in 
hiking after outlaws, and also some of the difficulties of col- 
lecting taxes from the natives. He was given a vote of 
thanks for his talk. President Doull, whose aim is to make 
the meetings of veterans interesting, hopes to arrange for 
another military talk by a foreign officer. 

It was decided that the Association make a trip to West 
Point in June. Gen. George Moore Smith, 1st Brigade, was 
unanimously elected to honorary membership, being formerly 
a member of an independent company from which a company 
of the 22d was formed before the Civil War. Gen. Stewart 
L. Woodford, who was at one time a member of the 22d, 
sent in his application for membership, all the way from 
Spain. The Association is in a flourishing condition, with 
constantly increasing membership. All former members of 
the regiment, honorably discharged, are eligible to member- 
ship, as are also members of the regiment who served in the 
Civil or Spanish War in the 22d or in other commands, 
Among the well known ex-members of the regiment present 
were Mr. Robert Abbott, Captain Silliman, J. A. Bell, M. E.

DISTRICT OF COLUMBIA. 


The whole scheme of national defense and the development 
of the National Guard as a reserve of the Regular Army 
would largely benefit by the erection of a suitable armory 
in Washington, D.C., for the National Guard of the District 
of Columbia. General Harries does not use too Strong a 
word when he refers to the present accommodations as ‘‘mis- 
erable. The chief armory of the National Guard is better 
fitted for a newly born western city than for the home of 
the Federal Government. Beneath its company rooms and 
drill hall is a market, and the atmosphere of the place speaks 
of the makeshift character of the quarters. The report of 
the government commission entrusted with the preparation of 
Plans for a home for the District Guard has done its work 


in a liberal spirit and recommended.a structure in every way 
fitted to impress the beholder and to meet all the practical 
needs of the Service. The commission ts of A ant 
Secretary of War Robert Shaw Oliver, Gen. George H. Harries, 
commanding the District Guard, Col. Spencer Cosby, major, 
Corps of Engineers, U.S.A., Superintendent of Public Build- 
ings and grounds, and Mr. Elliott Woods, Superintendent of 
the Capitol. In a report to Congress on April 15, the com- 
mission puts aside the familiar battlemented type, and goes 
to Graeco-Roman architecture for a model. Out of this may 
grow a new style of armory architecture. The central fea- 
ture of the new design is a drill floor in the center of the 
building, measuring 243 by 350 feet. On the four sides would 
be quarters for the regimental and brigade staff, company 
rooms, ete. Surrounding this ring of rooms and arranged in 
a hollow square formation on the ‘exterior of .the building 
would be a giant colonnade of Doric design. The armory 
would be large enough to accommodate two full regiments of 
infantry, a cavairy troop, four companies of coast artillery, 
one battery,’ a company of engineers, a signal corps com- 
pany, an ambulance company, field hospital and the staff 
corps. If built of concrete, of the granite-composite order, 
the cost would be $1,632,000 for work and material and 
$261,000 for superintendence, etc., while if of light colored 
granite it would cost $2,211,430, with $353,570 for superin- 
tendence, etc. The site recommended is that of the old 
Pennsylvania railroad station, at Sixth street and B street, 
Northwest, where President Garfield was shot in 1881. Since 
the District is under Federal control the home of its citizen 
soldiers should be in keeping with the national characteristics 
of the city of Washington, a fact that the report recognizes 
in placing before Congress proper plans for armory construc- 
tion.

VIRGINIA. 


At the regular meeting of the Field Artillery Association 
of Virginia at Richmond, Va., April 26, at the Howitzers’ 
Armory, Capt. T. M. Wortham was elected president and 
Lieutenant Rees secretary-treasurer for the ensuing year. 
‘*An interesting paper,’’ says the Times-Dispatch, ‘‘was read 
by Lieutenant Pollard on ‘Discipline,’’ and Captain Lorraine, 
whose discipline was the best in Virginia when in the Serv- 
ice, made an address, telling how he maintained it when in 
command of the Howitzers. Captain Warwick made an ad- 
dress on ‘The Health of the Soldier and the Commanding 
Officer’s Duty in Regard to the Same.’ He gave practical 
ideas of the care of the feet, the danger from improper shoes, 
and how to combat the usual imprudence in which Militia 
indulge.’’

This Association, which has been in existence for about 
fifteen months, has been productive of a great deal of good.

We do not answer 
questions by mail, 

READER asks: Is there an order in existence providing 
for medals for Philippine service for men not in the Service? 
Answer: No; must have been in the Service Jan. 11, 1905, or 
subsequent thereto, and at time of application for medal still 
in the Service, either Army or National Guard. 

_d. J. S.—You could not be appointed an ensign from civil 
life, though you could try for a second lieutenanacy in the 
Army or the Marine Corps. Ensigns are either Naval Acad- 
emy graduates or men who have worked up from the ranks of 
the naval service. In either case aptness and hard study 
are requisites. 

E..S. asks: Can a man enlisted in the U.S. Navy wear 
the uniform of the Army or Marine Corps, and do duty as a 
special constable in a city in civilian clothes? Answer: A 
member in either Service is governed by the regulations pre- 
scribing the uniforms; a sailor would not be allowed to wear 
the Army uniform or the soldier a naval uniform. As for a 
naval man doing constable duty in civilian clothes, we will 
have to imagine that you refer to a man who may be on fur- 
lough with privilege to doff his uniform while absent on leave, 
in which case there might be no objection to the man’s acting 
for the civil authorities in an emergency. 

R. W. S.—Applicants for appointment as second lieuten- 
ant in the Philippine Scouts must be citizens of the United 
States or of the Philippine Islands, unmarried, not under 
21 nor over 30 years of age on the first day of the examina- 
tion, physically sound, and of good moral character. En- 
listed men of the Regular Army, to be eligible for appoint- 
ment, must have had not less than two years’ service. 

ANXIOUS.—See Navy Regulations, Par. 790, as to manner 
of securing naturalization of alien on his discharge from a 
service of five consecutive years in the U.S. Navy or one 
enlistment in the Marine Corps. No previous declaration is 
required in such cases. This law has been in force since 
July 26, 1894. 

A. E.—Enlisted men of the U.S. Navy on liberty may be 
granted special permission to wear civilian clothes while on 
such leave, but the keeping of civilian clothing in ship’s 
lockers is not permitted. 

_E. T.—The station of Ord. Sergt. Russel E. Brown is 
Fort Worden, Port Townsend, Wash. 

J. W.—For full information as to discharge by purchase 
and by favor see G.O. 13, W.D., 1909. Conditions that ex- 
isted at the time of your enlistment cannot be pleaded as a 
reason for a discharge at this time. If since your enlistment 
your father died and left you the sole support of your mother 
you would be granted a discharge by favor, without cost. 
Otherwise you would apply for purchase of discharge, the 
price being after four years, $85; five years, $80. Service 
need not have been continuous. Your 0.0. will receive your 
application. 

ANXIOUS asks: (1) Are the Philippine Scout officers given 
any opportunity, that is, by passing the required examina- 
tions, of becoming commissioned officers in the Regular Army? 
(2) Are any of the Coast Artillery companies, now stationed 
on the Pacific Coast, likely to be ordered this year to the 
Philippines? Answer: (1) Promotions are not made from the 
Scouts to the Army. (2) Not soon. 

7 GERMANY.—A_ retired U.S. soldier on furlough in a for- 
eign country continues to receive his pay so long as his fur- 
lough is extended. He does not lose his citizenship under these 
circumstances. A soldier who marries after his retirement 
does not leave his retired pay as a pension to his widow. 
The widow will receive no pension, unless she married the 
soldier prior to 1890, and the soldier’s death was a result 
of wounds contracted in the Service. 

L. J.—Having ‘served one complete enlistment in the U.S. 
Army and established a residence, that is, decided upon a 
particular place as your ‘‘home town,’’ one year after your 
honorable discharge from service as above you may secure 
full citizenship. Soldiers (except of the Civil War) are not 
favored, as to lower figure of merit in Civil Service examina- 
tions, over civilians. Write to the Civil Service Commission 
Washington, D.C., for pamphlet giving sample examinations 
and schedules of pay for various positions.

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THE 21ST AT CAMP KEITHLEY. 


Camp Keithley, Mindanao, P.I., Feb. 28, 1910. 

Pursuant to War Department orders the 21st Infantry, 
now stationed at Camp Keithley, will leave next week to take 
station at Parang, relieving the 23d Infantry, now under 
orders to return to America. The movement has already be- 
gun. Co. E, in command of Capt. C. Stacey, and Co. H, in 
command of Lieut. W. P. Kitts, left for Parang two weeks 
ago. Co. F, in command of Capt. C. Armistead, has gone 
to Davao to relieve Co. B, of the 23d. Practically all the 
regimental and personal property has been packed and taken 
down the trail to Overton, whence it will be conveyed by water 
to the new station. The transport Sheridan is due at Over- 
ton on March 11 and is to carry the families and the re- 
maining organizations to their new home. 

At the time of leaving the regiment will have rounded 
out five months of service at Camp Keithley. There are per- 
haps few posts in the Islands which have such decided ad- 
vantages and disadvantages as this post in the Lanao dis- 
trict. Situated some twenty-four hundred feet above sea level 
and eighteen miles from tne seacoast; on an elevation over- 
looking the beautiful Lake Lanao; surrounded ey rolling fields 
and fertile valleys and hills arrayed in living green—the 
scenery is among the most attr active in the entire archipelago. 
The climate is delightfully cool, resembling that of our sum- 
mer resorts on the ocean beach or along the shores of the 
Great Lakes in America during the summer months. Vegetable 
gardens thrive through all the months of the calendar, and 
a considerable variety of household provisions can be procured 
at reasonable prices at the Moro markets. 

The officers’ quarters are comfortable, as are also some of 
the barracks of the enlisted men. An assembly and amusement 
building, known as Barrett Hall, constitutes a popular ren- 
dezvous for the enlisted men. It was erected by the 18th 
Infantry, under the supervision of Chaplain Axton, A large 
post exchange, with a stock valued at several thousands, is 
maintained by the organizations of the garrison, and is in 
charge of Lieut. J. B. Woolnough. There are cement walks 
throughout the post and excellent roads leading, on the one 
hand, to Marachui and Lake Lanao, and on the other, to Camp 
Overton, on the seacoast. The Nimrods among us find the 
surrounding country favorable for their favorite sport, and 
hunting excursions are among the most delightful diversions 
of camp life. 

Prominent among the disadvantages of this post is the iso- 
lation and the consequent monotony of camp life. And then 
those heavy rains and dense fogs of almost daily occurrence, 
which dampen the ardor and hang like thick clouds of gloom 
over our lives and homes. While the surrounding country is 
beautiful, we are not supposed to venture far beyond the limits 
of the reservation, except under guard, lest we expose our- 
selves to unnecessary danger from the treacherous Moro. Our 
condition, in that respect, is not unlike that of one placed in 
arrest and confined to the limits of the post. Although the 
officers’ quarters are comfortable, there are not enough of them 
for a regimental garrison. This, at least, is the united ver- 
dict of the 2ist Infantry, which has undergone the great

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transformation from the bachelor regiment of a few years ago 
to the much-married regiment of the present day. Two fam- 
ilies, living in a small’ four-room grass shack, or three fam- 
ilies with servants, even in a major’s set, is not conducive 
to that frame of mind which is going to extol the advantages 
of a post, however beautiful it may be for situation. We 
need not, therefore, be surprised to find some speaking of 
Camp Keithley in the phraseology of bitterest denunciation, 
while others picture it under the imagery of a little paradise 
in the far-off Orient. 

In spite of the disadvantages, however, and because of these 
disadvantages, special efforts have been made to_ brighten 
each others’ lives and to bring happiness and sunshine into 
the hearts and homes of the members of this garrison. Promi- 
nent among these efforts may be mentioned the pleasant social 
gatherings at the home of Col. and Mrs. Williams on the first 
Thursday of every month. The goodly fellowship, the dainty 
refreshments, the sweet music, as well as the harmony which 
this music symbolized, all conspired to make these occasions 
delightful and memorable in our garrison life. Another pleas- 
ant feature in the social life of the garrison is the ladies’ 
club, organized by Mrs. Williams soon after the arrival of 
the regiment at this post, and which has met twice a week 
since—on Monday for playing bridge and on Wednesday as a 
sewing and reading circle. ‘There have also been many ‘‘at 
homes,’’ dinners, skating parties, picnics, hops for the en- 
listed men, as well as for the officers and their families—all 
of which have brought cheer into the garrison and intensified 
the joy of living. 

To the untiring efforts of Lieutenant Lentz is largely due 
the credit of the excellent regimental dinner given a short 
tune ago. On this occasion Lieutenant Colonel Young spoke 
ntertainingly of ‘‘The Old Army.’’ Lieutenant Hobson de- 
livered an eloquent address on ‘‘The New Army,’’ and Colonel 
Williams followed with a very interesting discourse on ‘‘The 
2ist Infantry,’’ referring to many incidents in his long serv- 
ice of nearly forty years, thirty-one of which were spent with 
the regiment of which he is now the commanding officer. 

The work in Barrett Hall has been appreciated by the en- 
listed men. The extensive decorations, brought from the 
United States and put up under the direction of Lieutenant 
Hartz, made this one of the most attractive places in the 





garrison. <A piano, purehased in Manila, and two 800-candle- 
power lamps, also added greatly to the cheerfulness of this 
place. Roller skating proved to be a popular recreation. The 
Sunday services and the stereopticon entertainments were 


well attended. One of the best meetings, in point of attend- 
ance and of interest, was that of a few Sundays ago, when 
Chaplain Ossewaarde delivered an address on ‘‘Regimental 
Loyalty.’’ The ladies of the garrison have taken an active 
interest in the garrison Sunday school, which met every Sun- 
day morning. Mrs. Woolnough had charge of the children’s 
class, Mrs. Ossewaarde taught the enlisted men’s class, and 
the Chaplain conducted the class for ladies. 

Each organization in the garrison has organized a baseball 
team, and the various teams were organized into a baseball 
league, under direction of Lieutenant Hobson, the athletic 
officer. Schedules of games were printed and posted each 
week. The interest in these games, unexampled for many 
years in the regiment, had crystallized into an intense enthusi- 
asm when the order for a change of station was issued. 

In leaving Camp Keithley we will carry with us many 
pleasant memories of the past five months, but at the same 
time we look forward with pleasant anticipations to the 
change. We welcome the news that Parang is one of the 
best stations in the Islands, if not the best, and we are glad 
to know that we have been ordered to this desirable spot in 
the island of Mindanao. 


Camp Keithley, Mindanao, P.I., March 10, 1910. 

The unsettled conditions which prevail in the Army life are 
again exemplified in the experiences of the 21st Infantry dur- 
ing this present tour of foreign service. After traveling by 
jand nearly halfway across the continent and by water more 
than one-third around the globe, this regiment arrived at 
Overton, Mindanao, Oct. 5, 1909, and the day following pro- 
ceeded inland to their designated station in the Lanao Dis- 
trict. Camp Keithley is about 2,400 feet above sea level, and 
the road from Overton, about eighteen miles, is therefore 
mostly uphill. To convey all the public and personal prop- 
erty, the entire post exchange stock, as well as the household 
effects of all the families, to this inland post, is no insignifi- 
cant task. N 

Five months have passed and each of the twelve companies 
has been in and out of the post on detached service at other 
stations: Ordered to Parang, again the packing and shipping 
had to be undertaken. Scarcely had the last load of heavy 
baggage arrived at Overton when the orders for at least five 
companies of the regiment were changed. Instead of going 
to Parang they are to remain in the vicinity of Camp Keith- 
ley. The remaining organizations will doubtless leave for 
Parang day after to-morrow. Lieutenant Colonel Young will 
remain at Camp Keithley as governor of the Lake Lanao Dis- 
trict. Major Parmerter will remain in this vicinity and have 
charge of the troops stationed at Dalama and at Taraca. Capt. 
L. C. Bennett will remain at Camp Keithley as constructing 
quartermaster. Lieutenant Hobson will remain in command 
of Co. A at Pantar. 

Among the permanent advantages in this Lanao District, re- 
sulting from military oecupation, the excellent road running 
from Overton to Camp Keithley takes a prominent place. It 
is known as the ‘‘Iligan, Lake Lanao Military Road.’’ Col. 
Charles A. Williams had charge of the construction work along 
this road from February to June, 1903, having been detailed 
by Brigadier General Sumner, then in command of the De- 
partment of Zamboanga, upon the recommendation of the 
division commander, Major General Davis, who, as the order 
states, ‘‘believes from personal acquaintance that Colonel 
Williams is well fitted to carry on the road work with energy 
and suecess.’’ Special mention was subsequently made by 
General Sumner of the excellent manner in which this work 
was accomplished. ' 

A destructive fire took place at Camp Keithley recently. 
A spark from the chimney set fire to the grass roof of the 


barracks occupied by Co. C. Eight sets of barracks, all hav- 
ing grass roofs, were soon wrapped in flames. The loss of 
property was considerable, but the extent of the loss has not 
been definitely determined. More substantial structures will 
pee soon take the place of those that have been de- 
stroyed. 

Governor Forbes and party from Manila were visitors at 
this post last Friday. The usual military courtesies were 
extended to them in the afternoon upon their arrival, and a 
formal reception was given in their honor on Friday evening. 
The party left by way of the ‘‘Vickers trail’’ on Saturday 
morning.
